Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  L  Purpose. 

Escalating  rents  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  have  led  to  the  eviction  or 
displacement  of  numerous  nonprofit  arts  and  cultural  organizations.  Many  of  these  organizations  have 
been  unable  to  secure  affordable  space  for  rehearsals,  performances,  exhibitions,  and/or  short-term 
ancillary  administrative  purposes.  As  a  result,  the  City  may  lose  the  valuable  and  enriching 
programming  such  organizations  provide  to  residents  of  and  visitors  to  the  City. 

It  is  the  desire  and  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  expedite  the  preservation 
of  the  nonprofit  arts  community  in  order  to  enhance  and  promote  the  City's  cultural  and  class  diversity. 
TJie  arts  community  has  contributed  significantly  to  the  cultural  vibrancy  of  the  City  and  played  a 
major  role  in  making  San  Francisco  one  of  the  world's  most  desired  cities,  both  to  visit  and  to  reside 
in.  The  City  has  a  significant  fiscal  investment  in  the  nonprofit  arts  community  which  must  be 
protected.  In  addition,  a  thriving  nonprofit  arts  community  brings  significant  financial  and  other 
rewards  to  the  City,  including  attracting  tourist  dollars,  investment  in  local  projects,  and  community- 
building  programming. 

The  intent  of  this  legislation  is  to  identify  and  characterize  space  that  may  be  made  available 
within  facilities  owned  or  controlled  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  temporary  and 
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occasional  use  by  such  nonprofit  organizations.  In  order  to  provide  genuine  relief  to  such 
organizations,  the  City  would  make  such  space  available  at  no  more  than  the  City's  actual  cost.  It  is 
not  intended  that  departments  allow  nonprofit  organizations  access  to  spaces  that  contain  confidential 
or  sensitive  material,  but  that  multi-use  common  spaces  such  as  meeting  rooms,  reception  areas, 
auditoria,  or  similar  spaces  be  identified. 

This  legislation  seeks  only  to  create  an  inventory  of  such  spaces.  Subsequent  legislation  will 
establish  a  program  to  make  such  spaces  available  to  eligible  nonprofit  arts  and  cultural  organizations. 

Section  2.  Inventory. 

The  Director  of  Property  shall  create  an  inventory  of  spaces  within  City-owned  or  City- 
controlled  facilities  that  may  be  appropriate  for  nonprofit  arts  and  cultural  organizations  for 
rehearsals,  performances,  exhibitions,  or  short-term  ancillary  administrative  purposes.  It  is  intended 
that  the  Director  of  Property  take  an  extremely  broad  view  of  the  types  of  spaces  that  may  be  made 
available  for  a  wide  array  of  artistic  and  cultural  disciplines,  including  but  not  limited  to:  visual  arts, 
dance,  theater,  music,  literary  arts,  or  new  genre/multimedia. 

The  purpose  of  this  inventory  is  to  assess  the  quantity,  character  and  nature  of  spaces  that  the 
City  will  make  available  for  temporary  and  occasional  use  by  such  organizations  pursuant  to 
subsequent  legislation. 

The  Director  of  Property's  inventory  shall  include  the  following  information: 

a.       A  general  physical  description  of  the  space  to  be  utilized  by  the  following  six  artistic 
disciplines:  visual  arts,  dance,  theater,  music,  literary  arts,  or  new  genre/multimedia,  and  which  will 
further  include  whether  the  available  space  has  amenities  such  as:

vii.  fidl  length  or  floor  mirrors  (delineate  specific  dimension) 
via.      exhibition  space  (delineate  specific  dimension) 

ix.       suitable  rehearsal,  practice  and  /or  work  studio  space  and  appropriate 
equipment  for  the  practice  and/or  instruction  of  the  various  artistic  disciplines  including  but  not 
limited  to  ceramics,  sculpturing,  painting,  metallurgy,  wood  working,  dance,  acting/drama, 
photography,  music,  film  production,  radio  broadcast  and  production,  various  multi-media 
artistic  disciplines,  literature,  and  non-fiction  works. 

X.         all  other  suitable  space  to  facilitate  the  practice,  refinement,  instruction  and 
public  presentation  of  the  aforementioned  artistic  disciplines; 

b.  The  days  and  hours  the  space  may  be  available  for  use  by  nonprofit  arts  and  cultural 
organizations; 

c.  The  terms  and  conditions  for  the  use  of  the  space  (i.e.,  maximum  occupancy,  prohibited 
activities,  etc.); 

d.  The  City's  actual  cost  of  making  the  space  available  (i.e.,  security,  technical  or 
janitorial  services);  and 

e.  Any  other  information  required  by  the  Director  of  Property. 
Section  3.       City  Departments  to  Cooperate. 

The  director  of  each  City  department  that  has  jurisdiction  over  facilities  in  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  shall  assist  the  Director  of  Property  in  preparing  this  inventory  by  providing,  within 
90  days  after  receiving  a  request  from  the  Director  of  Property,  all  of  the  infomiation  requested  by  the 
Director  of  Property  regarding  facilities  under  that  department's  control.  Departments  requiring 
additional  time  or  staff  assistance  to  respond  may  request  an  extension  of  time  or  assistance  from  the 
Director  of  Property. 
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Section  4.       Report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  Director  of  Property  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the  completed  inventory  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  as  quickly  as  possible  after  receipt  of  the  relevant  information  from  the  various  City 
departments.  City  departments  that  have  jurisdiction  over  a  significant  number  of  facilities,  such  as  the 
Port,  Recreation  and  Parks  Department,  Airport,  and  Public  Utilities  Commission,  may  submit  an 
inventoiy  of  their  facilities  directly  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  rather  than  through  the  Director  of 
Property,  and  shall  submit  a  copy  to  the  Director  of  Property. 

Section  5.       School  District  and  Community  College  Board.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Article  33  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Code  is  hereby  amended  by 
amending  Section  3303,  to  read  as  follows: 
Sec.  3303.  EMPLOYMENT. 

(a)      Prohibited  Activity.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  do  any  of  the  following  | 
acts  wholly  or  partially  based  on  actual  or  perceived  race,  religion,  color,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  , 
sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  disability,  place  of  birth,  height,  weight,  association  with 
members  of  classes  protected  under  this  chapter  or  in  retaliation  for  opposition  to  any 
practices  forbidden  under  this  chapter  of  an  employee  or  applicant  for  employment: 

(1)  By  an  employer:  To  fail  or  refuse  to  hire,  or  to  discharge  any  individual;  to 
discriminate  against  any  individual  with  respect  to  compensation,  terms,  conditions  or 
privileges  of  employment,  including  promotion;  or  to  limit,  segregate  or  classify  employees  in 
any  way  which  would  deprive  or  tend  to  deprive  any  individual  of  employment  opportunities,  or 
otherwise  adversely  affect  his/her  status  as  an  employee; 

(2)  By  an  employment  agency:  To  fail  or  refuse  to  refer  for  employment  any 
individual;  or  othenA^ise  to  discriminate  against  any  individual; 
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(3)  By  a  labor  organization:  To  exclude  or  expel  from  its  membership  or  to 
othenA/ise  discriminate  against  any  individual;  or  to  limit,  segregate  or  classify  its  membership; 
or  to  classify  or  fail  or  refuse  to  refer  for  employment  any  individual  in  any  way  which  would 
deprive  or  tend  to  deprive  such  individual  of  employment  opportunities,  or  would  limit  such 
employment  opportunities,  or  othenA/ise  adversely  affect  his/her  status  as  an  employee  or  as 
an  applicant  for  employment; 

(4)  By  an  employer,  employment  agency  or  labor  organization: 

(i)  To  discriminate  against  any  individual  in  admission  to,  or  employment  in,  any 
program  established  to  provide  apprenticeship  or  other  training  or  retraining,  including  any  on- 
the-job  training  program, 

(ii)  To  print,  publish,  advertise  or  disseminate  in  any  way,  or  cause  to  be  printed, 
published,  advertised  or  disseminated  in  any  way,  any  notice  or  advertisement  with  respect  to 
employment,  membership  in,  or  any  classification  or  referral  for  employment  or  training  by  any 
such  organization,  which  indicates  an  unlawful  discriminatory  preference. 

(b)  Bona  Fide  Occupational  Qualification  Not  Prohibited;  Burden  of  Proof. 

(1 )  Nothing  contained  in  this  Section  shall  be  deemed  to  prohibit  selection  or 
rejection  based  upon  a  bona  fide  occupational  qualification; 

(2)  In  any  action  brought  under  Section  3307  of  this  Article  (Enforcement),  if  a  party 
asserts  that  an  othenwise  unlawful  discriminatory  practice  is  justified  as  a  bona  fide 
occupational  qualification,  that  party  shall  have  the  burden  of  proving:  (1)  that  the 
discrimination  is  in  fact  a  necessary  result  of  a  bona  fide  occupational  qualification;  and  (2) 
that  there  exists  no  less  discriminatory  means  of  satisfying  the  occupational  qualification. 

(c)  Exceptions. 

(1 )  It  shall  not  be  an  unlawful  discriminatory  practice  for  an  employer  to  observe  the 
conditions  of  a  bona  fide  seniority  system  or  a  bona  fide  employee  benefit  system,  provided 
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such  systems  or  plans  are  not  a  subterfuge  to  evade  the  purposes  of  this  Article;  provided, 
further,  that  no  such  systenn  shall  provide  a  pretext  to  discriminate  against  an  individual 
because  of  his  or  her  actual  or  perceived  race,  religion,  color,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual 
orientation,  gender  identity,  disability,  place  of  birth,  height,  weight,  association  with  members 
of  classes  protected  under  this  chapter  or  in  retaliation  for  opposition  to  any  practices 
forbidden  under  this  chapter; 

(2)      Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  employment  by  any 
business  which  employs  five  or  fewer  employees  including  the  owner  and  any  management 
and  supervisorial  employees. 

(d)      All  employers  with  a  business  tax  registration  certificate  from  the  City  shall  post  in 
conspicuous  places,  available  to  employees  and  applicants  for-e-m{d&yment,  a  non-discrimination  in 
employment  notice  in  suchfonn  and  content  as  shall  be  created  and  approved  by  the  Human  Rights 
Commission.  The  notice  shall  inform  employees  that  employers  are  prohibited  from  discriminating  m 
the  recruitment,  selection,  training,  promotion  and  termination  of  employees  based  on  any  of  the 


categories  specified  in  this  section.  The  notice  shall  measure  8-1/2  by  11  inches  and  be  in  ten-point 
type  or  larger.  The  notice  shall  be  distributed  by  the  Human  Rights  Conmiission  annuaUy-to  all 
businesses  with  a  business  tax  registration  certificate  issued  by  the  Tax  Collector  and  annually 
to  all  new  such  businesses.

Ordinance  adding  Article  49  Sections  4901  to  491 6  to  the  San  Francisco  Police  Code  to 
require  parking  stations  to  liave  revenue  control  equipment  and  to  provide  receipts  to 
occupants,  to  liave  appropriate  signage,  to  provide  that  the  Department  of  Consumer 
Assurance  will  confirm  accuracy  of  revenue  control  equipment,  and  to  provide  for 
criminal  or  civil  penalties  for  violations  and  amending  Section  6.61I.  the  San  FranciscQ 
Business  and  Tax  Regulation  Code  to  allow  revocation  of  a  certificate  of  authority  fon 
failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Police  Code. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1 .  San  Francisco  Police  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  Article  49 
Sections  4901  to  4916,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  4901.  Definitions,  (a)  The  terms  "operator" ,  "occupant",  "occupancx".  "parking  station" . 
"motor  vehicle" ,  "rent",  and  "parking  meter"  shall  have  the  meaning  set  forth  in  the  San  Francisco 
Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  Article  9. 

(b)  "Parking  Stall.  "  A  parking  stall  is  a  marked  area  designated  for  the  parking  of  a  vehicle. 

( c)  "Parking  Voucher/Ticket.  "  A  parking  voucher/ticket  is  the  record  provided  to  the  occupant 
setting  forth  the  time  and  date  that  the  occupant's  vehicle  entered  the  parking  station,  and  is  used  by 
the  operator  to  detennine  the  rent  to  be  charged  to  the  occupant  or  as  a  claim  check. 

Sec.  4902.  Exemptions.  The  requirements  of  this  Article  shall  not  apply  to  any  parking  station  w  here: 
(a)      No  rent  is  charged  at  any  time;  DOCUMENTS  DFPT 
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owned  and  operated  by  the  City  and  County; 

(c)  All  rent  paid  for  occupancy  is  paid  by  a  resident  or  a  registered  guest  of  a  hotel  or  motel 
by  adding  the  rent  to  the  room  bill  of  the  registered  guest; 

(d)  Occupants  pay  rent  only  for  special  events  and  on  75  or  fewer  less  days  during  a 
calendar  year;  for 

(e)  The  operator  is  a  governmental  agency  such  as  the  School  District. 
Sec.  4903.  Revenue  Control  Equipment. 

(a)  All  parking  stations  must  have  functioning  revenue  control  equipment  at  each  location  operated  as 
a  parking  station  during  all  hours  that  the  parking  station  is  open  for  business. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Business  &  Tax  Code  Section  604,  the  revenue  control 
equipment  must  provide  a  legible  receipt  to  each  occupant  at  the  time  that  the  occupant  pays  the  rent. 
The  receipt  must  contain  the  following  information: 

1.  Time  and  date  of  transaction; 

2.  Time  and  date  of  expiration  of  the  transaction; 

3.  Amount  paid; 

4.  Parking  facility  address; 

5.  City  business  license  number; 

6.  Vehicle  license  number  or  parking  stall  number; 

6.  7t  Non-resettable  unique  transaction  number;  and 

Z,  ^  Business  telephone  and  address  of  person  operator  or  Operator's  agent  responsible  foj 
addressing  consumer  complaints. 

(c)  All  revenue  control  equipment  must  maintain  a  nonadjustable  transaction  number  and  a 
nonvolatile  record  of  receipts  including  a  nonresettable  sequence  number. 
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(d)  All  revenue  control  equipment  must  be  capable  of  producing  reports  containing  all  transaction 
occurring  within: 

1.  The  24  hours  immediately  preceding  the  request  for  the  report; 

2.  A  calendar  day  immediately  preceding  the  request  for  the  report: 

3.  The  month  in  which  the  report  is  requested  from  the  first  day  of  the  month  to  the  date  of  the 
request: 

4.  The  30  days  prior  to  the  request  for  the  report: 

5.  The  year  that  the  report  is  requested  from  the  V  of  the  year  to  the  date  of  the  request:  and 

6.  The  365  days  prior  to  the  request  for  the  report. 

(e)  In  addition  to  the  other  requiretnents  of  this  Article,  parking  stations  operated  without  an  attendant 
present  shall  have  individually  designated  parking  stalls,  and  at  all  times  that  the  attendcmt  is  not 
present  the  receipt  recjuired  herein  shall  contcun  the  parking  stall  number. 

(f)  If  the  revenue  control  equipment  is  not  fimctioning  the  operator  and/or  the  operator's  agent  may 
continue  to  operate  the  parking  station  during  the  periods  of  time  that  the  revenue  control  equipment  is 
not  functioning  with  the  following  conditions: 

1.  The  operator  and/or  the  operator's  agent  shall  not  tow  any  vehicle  that  entered  the  parking 
station  during  the  time  that  the  equipment  is  unable  to  issue  legible  receipts: 

2.  The  operator  and/or  the  operator's  agent  shall  maintain  manual  revenue  control 
procedures; 

3.  The  operator  shall  issue  an  individually  and  sequentially  numbered  receipt  on  a 
form  authorized  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Department  of  Consumer 

Assurance:  and 

4.  The  operator  and/or  the  operator's  agent  shall  use  good  faith  efforts  to  repair  the 
equipment  as  soon  as  possible.  There  shall  be  a  presumption  that  if  the  equipment  is  not 
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repaired  within  three  days  that  the  operator  and/or  the  operator's  agent  has  not  made  a  good 

faith  effort  to  repair  the  equipment. 
Sec.  4904.  Responsibilities  of  Department  of  Consumer  Assurance.  The  Department  of  Consumer 
Assurance  shall  ensure  that  all  required  revenue  control  equipment  is  functioning  accurately.  Upon 
inspection,  the  Department  of  Consumer  Assurance  shall  seal  the  equipment.  The  Department  of 
Consumer  Assurance  may  charge  a  fee  for  these  services  equivalent  to  the  device  registration  fee  set 
forth  in  California  Business  &  Professions  Code  Section  12240. 
Sec.  4905.  Repair  of  Broken  Equipment. 

(a)  All  parking  station  operators  are  responsible  for  informing  the  Department  of  Consumer 
Assurance  that  any  required  revenue  control  ecjuipment  is  not  functioning  or  has  been  altered  or 
modified  within  24  hours  of  the  time  that  the  equipment  stops  functioning  or  is  Otherwise  altered  or 
modified.  The  parking  station  operator  shall  provide  the  specific  location  of  the  non-functioning 
equipment,  the  time  that  the  equipment  stopped  functioning,  and  the  anticipated  time  of  repair, 
ib)  Operators  shall  use  service  agents  licensed  bv  the  State  of  California  only  for  repair  or 
alteration  of  any  required  equipment. 

Sec.  4906.  Signage.  Every  operator  shall  post  a  clear  and  conspicuous  sign  at  every  location  where 
occupants  pay  rent,  of  at  least  10  inches  by  15  inches,  in  type  at  least  one  inch  high  and  V4  inches  wide, 
which  states: 

THE  OPERATOR  OF  THIS  FACILITY  IS  REQUIRED  TO  PROVIDE  YOU  WITH  A  MACHINE 
PRINTED  RECEIPT.  EVEN  IF  YOU  PAY  A  FLAT  FEE  OR  PARK  DURING  A  SPECIAL 
EVENT.  IF  YOU  DO  NOT  RECEIVE  A  MACHmE  PRINTED  RECEIPT  THIS  MACHINE  IS  NOT 
FU^JCTIONING,  PLEASE  CALL  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  CONSUMER  ASSURANCE  AT

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-SeCi-4907— Required-Maintenance  of  Parking  Voucher/Tickets.  All  parkin;^  operators  must  keep  — 
parking  voucher/tickets  issued  to  occupants  and  rciunwd  by  the  occupant  for  a  period  of  five  years. 
The  parking  voucher/ticket  must  be  presented  to  any  City  auditor  inunediately  upon  request. 
Sec.  4908.  Cooperation  With  City  Agencies.  All  parking  station  operators  and  employees  must 
cooperate  with  any  City  agency  having  an  interest  in  the  operation  of  the  parking  station,  including 
but  not  limited  to  City  Auditors,  the  Treasurer/Tax  Collector,  the  City  Attorney's  office,  the  District 
Attorney's  office,  and  the  Department  of  Consumer  Assurance  by  providing  immediate  access  to  all 
revenue  control  equipment  and  documentation  regarding  receipt  and  revenue  control  procedures. 
Sec.  4910.  Authority  to  Promulgate  Regulations.  The  Tax  Collector  may  promulgate

(e)  Failure  to  report  nonfimctioning  revenue  control  equipment  as  required  in  this  article.  Each  day 
each  non-functioning  machine  is  not  reported  shall  be  considered  a  separate  violation. 

if)  Failure  to  use  good  faith  efforts  to  repair  non-functioning  equipment. 

(q)  Operating  revenue  control  equipment  that  has  been  altered  or  modified  without 

notification  to  the  Department  of  Consumer  Assurance  within  24  hours  of  the  alteration  or 
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— me^tfteatieiv-EaGh-eia^a-lQeatioFHS  operated  with  revenuQ  controt  eQuioment-that  has  been 
altered  or  modified  shall  be  considered  a  separate  violation. 

Sec.  4915  4944.  Effective  Date.  The  requirements  of  this  Article  shall  become  effective  90  days  after 

final  adoption  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Sec.  4916  4915.  Severability.  If  any  part  of  this  Article,  or  the  application  thereof  lo  any  person  or 

circumstances  is  held  invalid,  the  remainder  of  this  Article,  including  the  application  of  such  part  or 
provision  to  other  persons  or  circumstances  shall  not  be  affected  thereby  and  shall  continue  in  fu.ll 
force  and  effect. 

Section  2.  Article  6  of  Part  III  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulation  Code 
is  hereby  amended  by  amending  section  6.6-1  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  6.6-1.  REGISTRATION  FOR  THIRD-PARTY  TAXES.

Ordinance  amending  the  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  to  (1)  repeal  Section 
917.1  of  Article  12-A  and  all  of  Article  12-B  to  eliminate  the  gross  receipts  method  of 
calculating  the  tax  on  businesses;  (2)  enact  a  new  Article  12  to  amend  business 
registration  requirements  consistent  with  the  repeal  of  Article  12-B;  and  (3)  enact  a  new 
Article  12-B  to  refund  gross  receipts-based  tax  payments  for  the  2000  tax  year  to  the 
extent  that  such  payments  exceeded  businesses'  tax  liability  for  such  year  as 
measured  by  their  payroll  expense.

(a)  For  every  person  selling  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  at  retail,  and  not  ofher\siso 
specifically  taxed  by  other  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  the  tax  shall  be  calculated  as  set  forth  in 
Section  1001.17,  provided  that  blind  persons  need  not  include  the  first  SI  5.000  of  gross  receipts  in  ike 
computation  of  the  amount  of  tax  due  hereunder  nor  be  required  to  pay  (he  minimum  tax.

(vi)  Any  registered  owner  of  a  pleasure  vehicle  Mho,  while  operating  the  vehicle,  transports 
persons  to  his  work  or  to  a  place  through  which  he  passes  on  the  May  to  his  work,  whether  for  or 
without  compensation,  if  he  is  not  in  the  business  of furnishing  such  transportation;

(d)  Apportionment:  Interstate  Commerce.  Whenever  an  operator  engages  in  the  (ransportotion 
of  passengers  partly  within  and  partly  without  the  City  and  County-  of  San  Francisco,  (he  tax  imposed 
by  this  Section  shall  apply  exclusively  to  the  portion  of  the  gross  receipts  attributable  to  operations 
within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.

(c)  Measurc  of  Tax;  Reporting  Period.  The  tax  required  to  be  paid  by  this  Section  shall  be 
reported  and  paid  annually.  Every  person  engaged  in  the  business  subject  to  tax  under  this  Section 
shall  pay  a  minimum  tax  of  $12.50  per  year.

(4)  The  test  weeks  which  may  be  used  by  a  person  in  computing  (he  (ax  imposed  under  (his 
Section  arc  the  second  full  yveek  in  January',  the  second  full  Mcek  in  April  (he  second  full  \<,oek  in  July 
and  the  second  full  yveek  in  October.  If  a  person  does  not  conduct  operadons  subjec(  (o  (clx  under  (his 
Section  in  any  one  or  more  of  such  test  yveeks,  then  he  may  use  (he  nex(  succeeding  week  following  such 
test  yveek  in  yvhich  he  docs  conduct  such  operations  in  the  place  of  such  test  yveeks:  provided,  hoysnrvew;

(c)  Whenever  a  person  engages  in  the  same  location  in  t^vo  or  more  businesses  of  the  kind  taxed 
in  this  Section,  a  joint  registration  certificate  shall  be  issued  for  all  such  businesses  and  the  tax  shall  be 
measured  by  the  sum  of  the  gross  receipts  of  all  such  businesses  so  conducted.

(dJJ'f^ienevcr  an  architect  or  engineer  performs  work  or  renders  services  in  part  wi(hin  (ho  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  in  part  without  the  City  and  Count}'  of  San  Francisco,  no 
apportionment  shall  be  made  except  that  the  tax  shall  be  levied  only  on  that  percentage  of  gross 
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receipts  equal  to  the  percentage  which  working  time  expended  within  the  City'  and  County^  of  San 
Francisco  bears  to  his  total  working  time  both  within  and  without  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

SEC.  1004.16.  NONPROFIT  GARiGE  CORPOILiTIONS. 

For  every  person  engaged  in  business  as  a  nonprofit  garage  corporation,  the  tax  shall  bo 
calculated  as  set  forth  in  Section  1001.1 7.

Nothing  contained  herein  shall  reduce  or  repeal  the  San  Francisco  Parking  Tax  (Ordinance  No. 
286  70)  imposed  on  occupants  of  parking  stations;  nor  shall  anything  contained  herein  reduce  or 
repeal  any  San  Francisco  tax  as  applied  to  any  person  who  is  not  a  "nonprofit  garage  corporation,  " 
even  if  said  person  is  an  operator,  manager  or  lessee  of  a  public  off  street  parking  facility.

(a)  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this  provision  is  to  retain  garment  manufacturing  jobs  within  the 
City  and  County^  of  San  Francisco  by  providing  an  incentive  for  businesses  to  strengthen  and  revitalize 
their  production  and  management  systems,  upgrade  the  skills  and  competency  of  their  workers,  and 
invest  in  new  equipment  and  technologies.  This  is  part  of  an  overall  policy  adopted  by  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  to  enhance  the  ability  of  small  and  medium  sized  businesses  to  compete  in  the 
global  economy,  and  thereby  to  retain  and  expand  manufacturing  jobs  within  the  City. 

(b)  Credit.  A  credit  shall  be  allowed  against  this  tax  for  any  garment  manufacturer  with  gross 
receipts  of  not  more  than  $5,000,000  annually  that,  on  or  after  January  1,  1997,  invests  in  (1)  technical 
equipment  for  use  in  the  garment  manufacturer's  business  in  San  Francisco,  (2)  work  reorganization 
within  the  garment  manufacturer's  factory  in  San  Francisco,  or  (3)  training  of  the  garment 
manufacturer's  San  Francisco  employees. 

Each  taxpayer  claiming  the  credit  shall  file  with  the  Tax  Collector,  on  a  form  prescribed  by  the 
Tax  Collector,  an  affidavit  attesting  to  facts  establishing  his  or  her  entitlement  to  the  tax  credit.  The 
affidavit  shall  be  supported  by  such  other  documentation  as  the  Tax  Collector  shall  prescribe. 
Any  taxpayer  claiming  a  credit  for  employee  training  shall,  prior  to  commencement  of  training,  obtain 
prcapproval  of  the  training  program  from  the  Tax  Collector. 

(c)  Dcfmitions.  For  purposes  of  this  Section,  the  following  definitions  shall  apply: 
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(1)  "Tcchnical  equipment"  means  any  equipment  usai  direcdy  in  (ho  prott^sH  i^f  oporuiwi^  ami 
managing  a  garment  factory,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  tutting  yoom  equipment.  se\Mn^  FOi*m 
equipment,  press  room  equipment,  and  design  room  equipment.  In  addition,  "technical  equipment" 
means  any  equipment  used  to  improve  the  management  and  operation  of  the  garment  factory, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  general  office  equipment  to  upgrade  the  garment  manufacturer's 
accounting,  management,  and  marketing  processes.  The  term  "technical  equipment"  shall  include,  hut 
not  be  limited  to,  computerized  pattern  making  equipment,  cutting  tables,  electric  cutting  kmves, 
single  needle  sewing  machines,  overlock  machines,  special  machines,  boilers,  irons,  steam  hoards, 
automatic  spreaders,  pressing  and  fusing  equipment,  steam  channels,  CAD  system  and  CAXf  system, 
computers,  and  management  and  operational  softsvare. 

(2)  "Work  reorganization"  means  the  conversion  within  a  garment  factory  from  the  traditional 
manufacturing  system  of  progressive  bundles  to  a  more  productive  and  efficient  system,  such  as  a 
modular  manufacturing  system  or  a  unit  production  system.  The  costs  for  which  the  credit  for  \<,ork 
reorganization  may  be  taken  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  (A)  the  costs  of  constructing  or  installing 
new  technology;  (B)  the  costs  of  modifying  existing  machinery  and  work  spaces,  including  necessary 
electrical  upgrades;  and  (C)  the  costs  of  accessories  and  attachments  to  existing  machinery^  such  as 
foot  pedals,  floor  mats,  incentive  boards,  rolling  bins,  and  maintenance  tools  and  manuals. 

(3)  "Employee  training"  means  any  training  provided  to  the  taxpayer's  employees  for  purposes 
of  upgrading  their  skills  with  respect  to  the  garment  manufacturing  business.  "Employee  training" 
includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  training  to  operate  technical  equipment,  as  defined  in  paragraph  H}. 
training  and  improvement  in  business  and  other  management  skills,  and  learning  and  incorporating 
new  or  improved  production  methods  or  technologies  in  the  garment  manufacturing  process. 

(1)"Garment  Manufacturer"  moans  a  person  Mho  utilizes  commercial  sewing  techniques  and 
skills  to  process  fabric  into  finished  articles  of  clothing  or  apparel  to  bo  worn  by  human  beings 
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(d)  Amount  of  Credit  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  subdivisions  (c)  and  (f),  the  amount  of 
the  credit  allo^ved  by  this  Section  1005.8 for  the  taxable  year  shall  be  the  sum  of  (i)  60  percent  of  the 
qualified  investment  in  the  taxable  year  (the  "First  Year's  Credit"),  and  (ii)  10  percent  of  the  qualified 
investment  in  the  taxable  year  immediately  preceding  such  year  (the  "Second  Year's  Credit).  For 
purposes  of  this  Section  1005.8,  the  term  "qualified  investment"  means  the  amount  paid  or  incurred  by 
a  garment  manufacturer  for  the  purchase  or  lease  of  technical  equipment  for  use  in  the  garment 
manufacturer's  business  in  San  Francisco,  for  work  reorganization  within  the  garment  manufacturer's 
factory  in  San  Francisco,  and  for  employee  training  provided  to  any  employee  employed  in  San 
Francisco.  The  credit,  including  any  credit  carryover  from  a  prior  year,  shall  not  exceed  $30,000  per 
year,  and  in  no  event  shall  the  tax  credit  reduce  a  taxpayer's  tax  liability  under  this  Article  to  less  than 
zero.  The  tax  credit  is  not  transferable. 

(e)  Credit  Limitations. 

(1)  With  respect  to  the  credit  for  the  purchase  or  lease  of  technical  equipment,  the  First  Year's 
Credit  shall  be  allowed  only  if  garment  manufacturer  places  such  equipment  in  service  in  San 
Francisco  during  the  taxable  year  and  keeps  such  equipment  in  service  in  San  Francisco  through  the 
end  of  such  taxable  year,  and  the  Second  Year's  Credit  shall  be  allowed  only  if  the  garment 
manufacturer  keeps  such  equipment  in  service  in  San  Francisco  through  the  end  of  the  taxable  year 
immediately  following  such  taxable  year. 

(2)  With  respect  to  the  credit  for  work  reorganization,  the  First  Year's  Credit  shall  be  allowed 
only  if  a  garment  manufacturer  keeps  the  factory  for  which  the  credit  is  claimed  in  service  in  San 
Francisco  through  the  end  of  the  taxable  year  within  which  such  work  reorganization  is  completed,  and 
the  Second  Year's  Credit  shall  be  allowed  only  if  the  garment  manufacturer  keeps  such  factory  in 
service  in  San  Francisco  through  the  end  of  the  taxable  year  immediately  following  such  taxable  year. 
(3)With  respect  to  the  credit  for  employee  training,  the  First  Year's  Credit  shall  be  alloM'ed  only  if  and 
to  the  extent  a  garment  manufacturer  employs  the  specif  c  individuals  for  which  the  employee  training 
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credit  is  claimed  in  San  Francisco  through  (he  end  of  (he  (axahle  yeay  \<,i(hin  such  {f\4tmn^  <.» 

completed,  and  the  Second  Year's  Credit  shall  he  allowed  only  if  and  (o  (he  ex(en(  (he  i^nrmont 
manufacturer  employs  such  individuals  in  San  Francisco  through  (he  end  of  (he  (uxuhlo  yt'ttr 
immediately  following  such  taxable  year. 
(f)Rccapturc  of  Credits. 

(1)  With  respect  to  the  credit  for  (he  purchase  or  lease  of  (echnicul  eifuipmen(.  (ho  Yoar's 
Credit  shall  be  retroactively  disallowed  if  the  technical  equipment  for  which  such  credd  \>>tis  cUiimod  is 
disposed  of  by  the  garment  manufacturer  or  otherwise  ceases  (o  he  used  in  such  garment 
manufacturer's  business  in  San  Francisco  before  the  first  anniversary  of  (he  da(e  upon  \shich  (he 
garment  manufacturer  placed  such  equipment  in  service,  and  the  Second  Year's  Credit  shall  he 
retroactively  disallowed  if  such  technical  equipment  is  disposed  of  by  the  garment  manufacturer  or 
otherwise  ceases  to  be  used  in  the  garment  manufac(urer's  business  in  San  Francisco  before  (ho  second 
anniversary  of  the  date  upon  which  such  equipment  was  placed  in  service  by  (he  garment 
manufacturer. 

(2)  With  respect  to  the  credit  for  work  reorganization,  the  First  Year's  Credit  shall  be 
retroactively  disallowed  if  the  factory  for  which  such  credit  was  claimed  is  disposed  of  or  oiherwi'.o 
ceases  to  remain  in  service  in  San  Francisco  by  the  garment  manufacturer  before  (he  first  anniversary 
of  the  date  upon  which  such  work  reorganization  was  completed,  and  the  Second  Year's  Credit  shall  be 
retroactively  disalloM'ed  if  such  factory  is  disposed  of  or  otherwise  ceases  (o  remain  in  sen-ice  in  So» 
Francisco  by  the  garment  manufacturer  before  the  second  anniversmy  of  the  date  upon  which  such 
work  reorganization  was  completed. 

{3)With  respect  to  the  credit  for  employee  training,  the  First  Year's  Credit  shall  be  re{roacti\H}ly 
disallowed  if  and  to  the  extent  the  specific  individuals  for  which  the  employee  training  credit  was 
claimed  cease  to  be  employed  in  San  Francisco  by  the  garment  manufacturer  be  fore  the  first 
anniversary  of  the  date  upon  which  such  training  Mas  completed,  and  the  Second  Year's  Credit  shall  be 
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retroactively  disalloyvcd  if  and  to  the  extent  such  individuals  cease  to  bo  employed  in  San  Francisco  by 
the  garment  manufacturer  before  the  second  anniversary  of  the  date  upon  which  such  training  was 
completed. 

(g)Carryovcr.  In  the  case  -where  the  credit  allowed  by  this  Section  exceeds  the  tax,  the  excess 
may  bo  carried  over  to  reduce  the  tax  in  the  following  years  and  succeeding  years,  if  necessary,  until 
the  credit  has  been  exhausted,  for  up  to  three  years. 

(li)  Other  Credits.  The  credit  provided  in  this  Section  shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other  credit 
under  Part  III  to  which  the  taxpayer  is  entitled  for  costs  to  which  this  credit  applies.  The  credit 
provided  in  this  Section  shall  be  taken  after  any  other  available  credits  have  been  exhausted. 

(i)  Expiration;  Carryover  of  Unused  Credit  The  credit  provided  in  this  Section  shall  expire  on 
December  31,  2001,  unless  the  Board  of  Supervisors  extends  the  credit.  Any  unused  credit  may 
continue  to  be  carried  forward,  as  provided  in  Subdivision  (g),  until  the  credit  has  been  exhausted,  but 
in  no  event  for  more  than  three  years. 

SEC  1005.9.  CREDIT  OF  SURPLUS  BUSINESS  T.iX  REVENUE. 

(a)Gcneral  Rule.  Any  business,  as  defined  in  Section  1002. 1  of  Part  III  of  the  Municipal  Code, 
that  docs  not  qualify'  as  a  "small  business  enterprise"  under  the  provisions  of  Section  1005.3  (Small 
Business  Exemption),  shall  be  allowed  a  credit  against  the  Business  Tax  for  any  taxable  year  ending 
within  a  fiscal  year  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  immediately  following  a  fiscal  year  in 
which  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  surplus  Business  Tax  revenue;  provided,  however,  that 
in  no  event  shall  the  tax  credit  allowable  pursuant  to  this  Section  reduce  a  taxpayer's  liability  for  such 
tax  to  an  amount  less  than  zero.  For  each  fiscal  year,  the  Controller  shall  determine  whether  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  surplus  Business  Tax  revenue.  The  Controller's  determination 
whether  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  surplus  Business  Tax  revenue  shall  be  made  on  or 
before  the  first  business  day  of  September  following  the  close  of  such  fiscal  year;  provided,  however. 
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that  for  purposes  of  the  1997/1998 fiscal  year,  the  Con(rolIcr  may  make  lus  or  her  iktormimatiom  om  w 
before  December  31,  1998.  The  Controller  shall  notify  the  Tax  Coi/cctor  of  his  or  her  tk't  or  mi  nation 

(b)  Amount  of  Credit  For  purposes  of  this  Section,  the  amount  oftho  (ax  creJit  for  any  tuxubic 
year  shall  be  $500.00;  provided,  however,  that  in  no  event  shall  the  tax  credit  allowable  pursuant  to 
this  Section  reduce  a  taxpayer's  liability  for  such  tax  to  an  amount  less  than  zero. 

(c)  Dcfmitions.  The  following  definitions  shall  apply  to  the  terms  used  in  (his  Section. 

(1)  For  any  fiscal  year  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  shall  be  deemed  to  have  "surplus  Business  Tax  revenue"  if  and  only  if  the  actual  Business 
Tax  revenue  for  such  fiscal  year  exceeds  the  anticipated  Business  Tax  revenue  for  such  fiscal  year 

(2)  For  any  fiscal  year  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  "actual  Business  Tax 
revenue"  means  the  aggregate  amount  of  tax  revenue  collected  pursuant  Article  12  A  ^Payroll  Expense 
Tax  Ordinance)  and  Article  12  B  (Business  Tax  Ordinance}  of  Part  111  of  the  San  Francisco  \-fuHicif?af 
Code,  less  the  amount  of  such  revenue  for  such  year  allocable  solely  to  (ax  rale  increa.fes  in  such  \  oar: 

(3)  For  any  fiscal  year  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  "anticipated  Business  Tax 
revenue"  is  an  amount  equal  to  the  product  of  (i)  the  actual  Business  Tax  revenue  for  the  fiscal  year 
immediately  preceding  such  fiscal  year,  multiplied  by  (ii)  10".  5  percent. 

(d)  Effective  Date,  The  tax  credit  provided  by  this  Section  shall  he  allowable  in  taxable  years 
ending  after  1997. 

SEC.  1006.  APPORTIONMENT;  BUSINESS  mTHIN AND  JVITHOUT  CITY  A  \D  COi  WTY. 

When  the  gross  receipts  of  any  person  engaged  in  business  subject  to  tax  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  are  derived  from  or  attributable  to  business  activities  engaged  in  wifhin  and  ithout 
the  City  and  County,  said  gross  receipts  shall  be  allocated  in  such  a  manner  as  is  fairly  calculated  to 
determine  the  amount  of  gross  receipts  derived  f?-om  or  attributable  to  engaging  in  business  in  the  City 
and  County.  Gross  receipts  fi-om  sendees  shall  be  allocated  on  the  basis  of  payroll,  value  ami  situs  of 
tangible  property^  general  expense,  or  by  reference  to  any  of  these  or  other  factors,  or  by  such  other 
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method  of  allocation  as  will  fairly  determine  the  amount  of  gross  receipts  derived  from  or  attributable 
to  engaging  in  business  in  the  City  and  County.  Gross  receipts  derived  from  isolated  or  occasional 
transactions  at  places  outside  the  City  and  County  but  within  the  State  of  California,  where  the 
registrant  is  not  regularly  engaged  in  a  course  of  business  transactions  shall  be  deemed  to  be  gross 
receipts  derived  from  engaging  in  business  in  the  City  and  Countyi 

Allocation  formulae  designed  to  carry  into  effect  the  purpose  of  this  Section  shall  be  adopted  by 
the  Tax  Collector  by  rules  and  regulations.  Such  rides  and  regulations  shall  be  approved  by  the  City 
Attorney  prior  to  becoming  effective.  The  Tax  Collector  is  hereby  authorized,  in  the  application  to 
individual  cases  of  such  rules  and  regulations  and  the  formulae  contained,  to  make  such  modifications 
in  the  formulae  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  this  Section. 

If  the  Tax  Collector  reallocates  gross  receipts  upon  examination  of  any  return,  the  Tax 
Collector  shall,  upon  the  written  request  of  the  registrant,  disclose  to  the  registrant  (within  10  days  of 
such  request)  the  basis  upon  which  the  reallocation  has  been  made.  The  time  for  the  doing  of  any  act 
required  by  this  ordinance  or  the  commencement  of  any  liability'  hereunder  shall  not  begin  to  run  until 
such  disclosure  is  made. 

SEC.  1007.  REGISTRiTION CERTIFICATE. 

(a)No  person  subject  to  tax  under  Articles  12  A  or  12  B  of  Part  III  of  the  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Code  shall  engage  in  business  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  unless  said 
person  shall  have  obtained  a  current  registration  certificate  issued  by  the  Tax  Collector  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Section.  Failure  to  obtain  a  registration  certificate  shall  not  absolve  any 
person  from  payment  of  any  tax  or  license  imposed  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  Except  as 
provided  in  Subsection  (b),  the  annual  fee  for  obtaining  a  registration  certificate,  payable  in  advance, 
shall  be  as  follows:  Businesses  with  a  computed  tax  for  the  most  recent  year  filed  of  between  $1  and 
$10, 000  shall  pay  $150,  except  as  provided  in  Section  1007.2;  businesses  with  a  computed  tax  for  the 
most  recent  year  filed  ofbct^veen  $10, 001  and  $50, 000  shall  pay  $250,  except  as  provided  in  Section 
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1007.2;  and  businesses  with  a  computed  (ax  for  (he  most  rcccn( year  filoti  of  S50.00J  umi uhove  skoU 
pay  $500.  In  the  event  that  an  applicant  has  not  filed  his  or  her  most  recent  (ax  hiatomem  as  retfMr*}ti 
by  this  ordinance,  the  Tax  Collector  will  determine  the  amount  of  registration  fee  roifmred 
(b)Upon  commencing  any  business  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  each  person  suhjott 
tax  shall  apply  to  the  Tax  Collector,  on  a  form  prescribed  by  (he  Tax  CoUec(or,  for  a  registration 
certificate;  said  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  said  person's  registration  fee  based  upon 
estimated  business  tax  liability  or  payroll  expense  tax  liability  for  (he  calendar  year  in  \shich  said 
person  commences  a  business.  A  person  shall  have  15  days  after  commencing  business  operations  in 
which  to  apply  for  the  registration  certificate,  and  to  pay  (he  regisiradon  fee.  \o(wi(hs{anding  the 
amount  of  the  annual  registration  foe  set  forth  in  Subdivision  (a),  for  persons  who  commoHco  business 
operations  after  January  1st  of  any  year  after  J  990,  except  for  those  businesses  (ha(  pay  the  minimum 
registration  fee  of  $25  under  Section  1007.2,  the  registradon  fee  will  be  proraicd  as  follows  For 
persons  commencing  business  betw'een  January  1st  and  March  31s(.  ihe  regis(ra(ion  fee  shall  bo  100 
percent  of  the  annual  fee;  for  persons  commencing  business  bet^s-een  April  1st  and  June  30(h.  (ho 
prorated  registration  fee  shall  be  75  percent  of  (he  annual  fee;  for  persons  commencing  business 
bctM'ccn  July  1st  and  September  30(h,  (he  prora(ed  regisiradon  fee  shall  be  50  percen(  of  the  annual 
fee;  and  for  persons  commencing  business  between  October  1st  and  December  31  si.  (he  prorated 
registration  fee  shall  be  25  percent  of  the  annual  fee. 

(c)All persons  other  than  business  covered  by  Subsection  fb}  annually  shall,  in  the  momh  of 
October,  apply  to  the  Tax  Collector,  on  a  form  prescribed  by  the  Tax  Collector,  for  renewal  of  its 
annual  registration  certificate;  said  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  full  amount  of  the 
applicant's  annual  registration  foe  for  the  next  succeeding  calendar  year. 

The  reneyval  of  the  annual  registration  certificate  shall  become  delinquent  if  not  paid  on  or 
before  the  last  day  of  October  of  each  year.

B  County  of  San  Francisco.  If  the  Tax  Collector  determines  that  all  liabilities  have  been  paid,  the  Tax 

7  Collector  shall  issue  a  registration  certificate  to  the  applicant,  together  with  a  duplicate  registration 

8  certificate  for  each  place  of  business  maintained  by  the  applicant  and  (1)  in  the  case  of  persons  making 

9  timely  application  under  Subsection  (c),  the  registration  certificate  shall  be  issued  not  later  than 

0  November  30th;  and  (2)  in  all  other  cases  of  timely  application,  the  registration  certificate  shall  be 

1  issued  within  10  days  after  the  Tax  Collector  receives  the  application  and  registration  fee.  Each 

2  registration  certificate  issued  hereunder  shall  expire  on  December  31st  of  the  calendar  year  for  which

(f)Each  annual  registration  certificate,  and  each  duplicate  thereof,  shall  state  the  place  of 
business  to  which  it  is  applicable  and  shall  be  prominently  displayed  therein.  Such  registration 
certificate  shall  set  forth  the  name  under  which  such  person  transacts  or  intends  to  transact  business, 
the  location  of  the  registrant's  place  or  places  of  business  and  such  other  infornHUu^n     fofilitate  the 
collection  of  the  tax  as  the  Tax  Collector  may  require.  The  registration  shall  be  signed  by  the  owner 
natural  person;  in  the  case  of  an  association  or  partnership,  by  a  member  or  partner;  in  if^w  case  of  a 
corporation,  by  a  person  authorized  by  the  corporation  to  sign  the  registration. 
SEC  1007.L  BUSINESS  LiXREGISmiTION  TAG  REQUIRED  ON  CERT.US  \  r^IIICLFS. 

(a)The  Tax  Collector  shall  require  persons  engaged  in  the  businesses  listed  in  Suhsx.-t:(u»n  ^h/  to 
display  prominently  upon  each  company  vehicle  which  is  registered  as  a  commercial  vehicle  \<>  i(h  the 
California  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles,  and  which  is  used  by  the  person  in  the  conduct  of  his  or  her 
business,  a  registration  tag  in  such  form  and  color  and  containing  such  information  as  the  Tax 
Collector  shall  determine.  An  employee's  personally  owned  vehicles  arc  exempt  from  this  requirement. 
The  Tax  Collector  shall  charge  an  annual  fee  of  $30  for  each  tag  issued  to  cover  the  cost  of  issuing  the 
tag.  The  registration  tag  shall  be  valid  for  one  year  concurrent  with  the  business  tax  registration 
certificate. 

It  is  unlawful  for  any  person,  required  to  display  a  registration  tag  pursuant  to  this  Section,  to 
use  or  cause  to  be  used  any  company  vehicle  which  is  registered  as  a  commercial  vehicle  \*  uh  the 
California  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  in  the  conduct  of  the  person's  business  \^  ithin  the  City  and 
County  that  docs  not  ha\'C  a  business  tax  registration  tag  attached  thereto  or  to  remove  or  deface  or 
cover  up  the  registration  tag,  or  to  place  such  registration  tag  upon  any  vehicle  other  than  a  vehicle 
used  by  the  person  in  his  or  her  business,  or  to  use  or  cause  to  be  used  any  such  vehicle  more  than  30 
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days  after  the  expiration  of  the  period  for  which  the  registration  tag  was  issued.  An  employee's 
personally  owned  vehicles  are  exempt  froni  this  requirement. 

Each  person  required  to  display  a  registration  tag  on  vehicles  used  in  the  conduct  of  his  or  her 
business  shall  keep  the  registration  tag(s)  issued  by  the  Tax  Collector  firmly  affixed  upon  each  vehicle 
for  which  a  registration  tag  M^as  issued  at  such  location  upon  the  vehicle  as  is  designated  by  the  Tax 
Collector. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  any  business  tax  registration  certificate  and  prior  to  the 
expiration  date,  any  person  seeking  to  use  any  company  vehicle  which  is  registered  as  a  commercial 
vehicle  with  the  California  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  in  his  or  her  business,  for  which  a  tag  has 
not  been  issued,  shall  procure  a  tag  for  such  vehicle  fi-om  the  Tax  Collector.  Upon  the  payment  of  a  fee 
for  such  tag,  the  Tax  Collector  shall  deliver  the  tag  to  the  person,  w'hich  tag  shall  be  securely  affixed  to 
the  vehicle  upon  the  location  designated  by  the  Tax  Collector. 

(b)  Persons  engaged  in  the  following  business  (es)  shall  be  required  to  display  a  registration  tag 
on  company  vehicles  which  arc  registered  as  commercial  vehicles  with  the  California  Department  of 
Motor  Vehicles  and  which  are  used  in  the  conduct  of  his  or  her  business: 

Roofing  contractor  and  any  other  contractor  performing  M'ork  for  which  a  reroofing permit  is  required.

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receiver,  trustee,  trustee  in  bankruptcy,  administrator,  executor,  assignee,  syndicate,  or  any  other 
group  or  combination  acting  as  a  unit,  whether  mutual,  cooperative,  fraternal,  nonprofit  or  otherwise, 
excepting:  the  United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  and  any  political  subdivision  of  either 
of  them  upon  which  the  City  is  without  authority  to  impose  the  business  registration  requirements 
provided  in  this  Article. 

(b)  Whenever  the  term  "person"  is  used  in  any  clause  in  this  Article  imposing  either  a  fee  or  a 
penalty  for  failure  to  perform  any  act  mandated  by  this  Article,  such  term  shall  include  any  natural 
person  who  as  an  individual  or  with  a  spouse  and/or  lineal  descendant(s)  owns  or  controls  50  percent 
or  more  of  the  voting  stock  of  a  corporation  obligated  to  register  or  remit  fees  pursuant  to  this  Article 
and,  in  addition,  has  the  power  to  control  the  fiscal  decision-making  process  by  which  the  corporation 
allocates  funds  to  creditors  in  preference  to  its  obligations  under  this  Article.  An  individual  who  is  an 
officer  or  director  of  a  "person,  "  as  defined  above,  shall  rebuttably  be  presumed  to  be  a  person  with  the 
power  to  control  the  entity's  fiscal  decision-making  processes. 
SEC.  852.7.  "REGISTRATION CERTIFICATE." 

The  term  "registration  certificate  "  means  a  registration  certificate  issued  by  the  Tax  Collector 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article. 
SEC.  852.8.  "SUCCESSOR." 

The  term  "successor  "  means  any  person  who,  through  direct  or  mesne  conveyance,  purchases 
or  succeeds  to  the  business  or  portion  thereof  or  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  stock  of  goods,  wares, 
merchandise,  or  fixtures,  or  any  interest  therein  of  a  taxpayer  quitting,  selling  out,  exchanging  or 
otherwise  disposing  of  his  or  her  business.  Any  person  obligated  to  fulfill  the  terms  of  a  contract  shall 
be  deemed  a  successor  to  any  contractor  defaulting  in  the  performance  of  any  contract  as  to  which 
such  person  is  a  surety  or  guarantor. 
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SEC.  852.9.  "TAX  YEAR." 

The  term  "tax  year"  means  the  year  commencing  on  January  1st  of  each  calendar  year  and 
ending  on  December  31st  of  the  same  calendar  year. 
SEC.  853.  REGISTRATION  CERTIFICA  TE  -  REQUIRED. 

(a)  No  person  may  engage  in  business  within  the  City  unless  the  person  has  obtained  a  current 
registration  certificate  pursuant  to  this  Article.  Every  person  engaging  in  business  within  the  City  shall 
display  a  current  registration  certificate  on  the  business  premises,  regardless  of  whether  such  person  ty 
subject  to  tax  pursuant  to  Article  12- A  of  the  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code. 

(b)  Any  organization  bavins  a  formally  recognized  exemption  from  income  taxation 
pursuant  to  Section  501(c),  501(d)  or  401(a)  of  Tide  26  of  the  United  States  Code,  as  amended  from 
time  to  time,  as  qualified  by  Sections  502,  503,  504  and  508  of  Tide  26  of  the  United  States  Code,  as 
amended  from  time  to  time,  or  the  successor  statutes  of  any  of  them,  and  engaging  in  business  within 
the  City  shall  obtain  a  registration  certificate. 

(c)  Failure  to  obtain  a  registration  certificate  shall  not  absolve  any  person  from  payment  of 
any  tax  imposed  or  license  required  by  the  City. 

SEC.  854.  NEXUS;  "ENGAGING  IN  BUSINESS  WITHIN  THE  CITY. " 

(a)  The  resistration  requirements  imposed  by  this  Article  shall  apply  to  any  person  ensa2in2  in 
business  within  the  City.  A  person  is  "engaging  in  business  within  the  Cit\'.  "  within  the  meaning  of  this 
Article,  if  that  person  meets  one  or  more  of  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  The  person  maintains  a  fixed  place  of  business  within  the  Cit\:  or 

(2)  An  employee  of  the  person  maintains  a  fixed  place  of  business  within  the  Cit\-  for  the 
benefit  or  partial  benefit  of  the  person;  or 

(3)  The  person  or  one  or  more  of  the  person's  employees  owns  or  leases  real  property- 
within  the  City  for  business  purposes:  or 
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(4)  The  person  or  one  or  more  of  the  person's  employees  resularly  maintains  a  stock  of 
tangible  personal  property  within  the  City,  held  for  sale  in  the  ordinary  course  of  the  person's  business: 
or 

(5)  The  person  employs  or  loans  capital  on  property  within  the  City;  or 

(6)  The  person  or  one  or  more  of  the  person's  employees  solicits  business  on  a  regular  basis 
within  the  City  for  all  or  part  of  any  seven  calendar  days  during  one  year;  or 

(7)  The  person  or  one  or  more  of  the  person's  employees  performs  work  or  renders  services 
within  the  City  on  a  regular  basis  for  all  or  part  of  any  seven  days  during  one  year;  or 

(8)  The  person  or  one  or  more  of  the  person's  employees  utilizes  the  streets  within  the  City 
in  connection  with  the  operation  of  motor  vehicles  for  business  purposes  for  all  or  part  of  any  seven 
days  during  one  year;  or 

(9)  The  person  or  one  or  more  of  the  person's  employees  exercises  corporate  or  franchise 
powers  within  the  City  for  the  benefit  or  partial  benefit  of  the  person;  or 

(10)  The  person  or  one  or  more  of  the  person's  employees  liquidates  a  business  when  the 
liquidators  hold  themselves  out  to  the  public  as  conducting  such  business. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  Subsection  (a)  of  this  Section,  a  person  receiving  rental  income  in 
connection  with  the  operation  of  any  of  the  following  shall  not,  by  reason  of  that  fact  alone,  be  deemed 
to  be  ensasins:  in  business  within  the  City:  (1)  a  cooperative  housing  corporation,  as  defined  in  Section 
216{b)  of  Title  26  of  the  United  States  Code,  as  amended  from  time  to  time,  or  any  successor  statute; 
(2)  a  residential  structure  consisting  of  fewer  than  four  units;  or  (3)  a  residential  condominium. 

(c)  A  person  shall  not  be  considered  to  be  engaging  in  business  within  the  City  solely  by 
reason  of  the  receipt  of passive  investment  income.  "Passive  investment  income  "  for  this  purpose 
includes  dividends,  interest,  royalties,  annuities  and  gains  from  the  sale  or  exchange  of  stock  or 
securities  solely  for  a  person 's  own  account,  not  derived  in  the  ordinary  course  of  a  business. 
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SEC.  855.  REGIS TRA  TION  CERTIFICA  TE  -  FEE. 

(a)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Section  and  Section  856  of  this  Article,  the  annual  fee 

for  obtainins  a  registration  certificate,  payable  in  advance,  shall  he  as  follows:

estimated  payroll  expense  for  the  period  covered  by  the  registration  certificate. 

(c)  The  fee  for  obtaining  a  registration  certificate  for  any  calendar  year  ending  on  or  before 
December  31,  2001  shall  be  determined  in  accordance  with  the  registration  fee  provisions  of  the 
Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code,  or  its  predecessor,  sovernins  such  year. 

(d)  Any  organization  having  a  formally  recosnized  exemption  from  income  taxation 
pursuant  to  Section  501(c),  501(d)  or  401(a)  of  Title  26  of  the  United  States  Code,  as  amended  from 
time  to  time,  as  qualified  by  Sections  502.

(e)  A  person  shall  be  exempt  from  paving  the  registration  fee  required  by  this  Section  if  and 
to  the  extent  that  federal  or  state  law  prohibits  the  imposition  of  the  registration  fee  upon  such  person. 
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SEC.  856.  REGISTRATION  CERTIFICATE  -  APPLICATION  AND  ISSUANCE. 

(a)       Each  person  engaging  in  business  within  the  City  shall  apply  to  the  Tax  Collector,  on  a 
form  prescribed  by  the  Tax  Collector,  for  a  registration  certificate.  The  application  shall  be 
accompanied  by  the  person's  registration  fee  as  determined  under  this  Article. 

fb)      Registration  certificates  shall  be  issued  for  a  calendar  year  and  shall  be  valid  until 
December  51  of  such  calendar  year.  All  persons  en2asin2  in  business  within  the  City  durins  any  such 
calendar  year  shall,  be  fore  the  last  business  day  in  October,  apply  to  the  Tax  Collector  for  a 
registration  certificate  for  the  succeeding  calendar  year.  The  application  for  renewal  of  the  annual 
registration  certificate  shall  become  delinquent  if  the  registration  fee  is  not  paid  on  or  before  the  last 
business  day  in  October. 

(c)       A  person  shall  have  15  days  after  commencing  business  within  the  City  to  apply  for  a 
registration  certificate.  Notwithstanding  the  amount  of  the  annual  registration  fee  set  forth  in  Section 
855,  for  persons  who  commence  business  operations  after  January  1^'  of  any  year  after  1990,  except  for 
those  businesses  that  pay  the  minimum  registration  fee  of  $25  under  Section  855,  the  registration  fee 
will  be  prorated  as  follows:  For  persons  commencing  business  between  January  r'  and  March  31^', 
the  registration  fee  shall  be  100  percent  of  the  annual  fee;  for  persons  commencing  business  between 
April  F'  and  June  30'^,  the  prorated  registration  fee  shall  be  75  percent  of  the  annual  fee;  for  persons 
commencing  business  between  July  F'  and  September  30'^,  the  prorated  registration  fee  shall  be  50 
percent  of  the  annual  fee;  and  for  persons  commencing  business  between  October  F'  and  December 
3F',  the  prorated  registration  fee  shall  be  25  percent  of  the  annual  fee. 

fd)  All  applications  for  renewal  of  registration  certificates  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  full 
amount  of  the  applicant's  annual  registration  fee  for  the  period  covered  by  the  registration  certificate. 

(e)       Promptly  after  receiving  a  properly  completed  application  and  registration  fee  from  any 
person,  the  Tax  Collector  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  has  paid  all  outstanding:  (1)  Payroll 
Expense  Taxes,  (2)  costs  and/or  charges  assessed  pursuant  to  Section  1 74.2  of  Article  5. 1  of  the  Public 
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Works  Code,  as  amended  from  time  to  time,  for  failure  to  abate  a  nuisance  regarding  the  cleanliness  of\ 
an  abuttins  public  sidewalk  or  ri^ht-of-wav,  and  (5)  other  taxes  and  license  fees  due  to  the  City  In 
addition,  the  Tax  Collector  may  investigate  whether  the  applicant  has  paid  other  amounts  ow  ing  to  the 
City  as  a  result  of  fines,  penalties,  interest,  assessments,  or  any  other  financial  obligations  imposed  by 
law,  regulation  or  contract.  If  the  Tax  Collector  determines  that  all  liabilities  have  been  paid,  the  Tax 
Collector  shall  issue  a  registration  certificate  to  the  applicant  for  each  place  of  business  maintained  bv 
the  applicant. 

(fl  If  a  person  submits  a  timely  application  under  this  Section  and  the  Tax  Collector 

determines  that  the  applicant  has  satisfied  all  the  requirements  of  this  Article,  including  the  payment  of 
all  outstanding  liabilities  owed  to  the  City,  then  the  Tax  Collector  shall  issue  a  registration  certificate 
to  the  applicant  within  30  days  after  the  Tax  Collector  makes  such  determination. 

(g)  Each  registration  certificate  shall  be  nonassignable  and  nontransferable,  except  in  cases 
in  which  the  business  is  transferred,  whether  by  sale  or  otherwise,  to  another  person  or  lesal  entity  and 
the  ultimate  beneficial  ownership  of  the  business,  both  before  and  after  the  transfer,  is  substantially  the 
same.

(1)  The  term  "compliance  with  a  judgment  or  order  for  support"  means  that,  as  set  forth  in 
a  judgment  or  order  for  child  or  family  support,  the  obligor  is  no  more  than  30  calendar  davs  in 
arrears  in  making  payments  in  full  for  current  support,  in  making  periodic  payments  on  a  support 
arrearage,  or  in  making  periodic  payments  on  a  judgment  for  reimbursement  of  public  assistance,  or 
has  obtained  a  judicial  determination  that  the  judgment  or  order  is  unenforceable:  and 

(2)  The  term  "Department  of  Child  Support  Services  "  shall  mean  the  Department  of  Child 
Support  Services  o  f  the  City. 

(b)  The  Department  of  Child  Support  Services  shall  maintain  a  list  of  persons  included  in  a 
case  being  enforced  under  Tide  IV-D  of  the  Social  Security  Act,  as  amended  from  time  to  time,  or  any 
successor  statute,  for  whom  a  child  or  family  support  order  or  judgment  has  been  rendered  by,  or 
registered  in,  a  court  of  the  State  of  California,  and  who  are  not  in  compliance  with  that  order  or 
judgment.  The  Department  of  Child  Support  Services  shall  submit  an  updated  list  with  the  names, 
social  security  numbers,  and  last  known  addresses  of  these  persons  to  the  Tax  Collector  on  a  monthly 
basis.  The  Department  of  Child  Support  Services  shall  verify  that  the  persons  listed  are  subject  to  an 
order  or  judgment  for  the  payment  of  support  and  that  these  persons  are  not  in  compliance  with  the 
order  or  judsment. 

(c)  Promptly  after  receiving  a  properly  completed  application  for  a  registration  certificate 
pursuant  to  this  Article,  the  Tax  Collector  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  is  on  the  most  recent 
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certified  list  provided  by  the  Department  of  Child  Support  Services.  If  the  applicant  is  on  the  list,  the 
Tax  Collector  shall  immediately  serve  notice  on  the  applicant  of  the  Tax  Collector's  intent  to  withhold 
issuance  of  the  annual  registration  certificate  for  non-compliance  with  a  judgement  or  order  of 
support.

The  notice  shall:  (1)  indicate  that  the  applicant  must  obtain  a  release 
from  the  Department  of  Child  Support  Services  as  a  condition  for  the  issuance  of  an  annual 
registration  certificate;  (2)  indicate  that  the  applicant  may  obtain  a  temporary  registration  certificate 
by  filins  a  request  for  review  with  the  Department  of  Child  Support  Services,  pursuant  to  Subsection  (e) 
of  this  Section  within  30  calendar  days  of  the  issuance  of  the  Tax  Collector's  notice:  and  (3)  include  a 
form  that  the  applicant  may  use  to  request  a  review  by  the  Department  of  Child  Support  Services. 

(d)      Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  Section  906  of  this  Article,  the  Tax  Collector  shall 
not  issue  a  resistration  certificate  to  an  otherwise  qualified  applicant  unless  and  until  the  Tax  Collector 
receives  a  release  from  the  Department  of  Child  Support  Services,  as  provided  in  Subsection  (e)  of  this 
Section.  The  Tax  Collector  shall  issue  a  temporary  registration  certificate,  valid  for  a  period  of  150 
days,  to  any  applicant  whose  name  is  on  the  certified  list  if  the  applicant  is  otherwise  eligible  for  a 
registration  certificate  and  if  the  applicant  requests  a  review  by  the  Department  of  Child  Support 
Services  within  30  calendar  days  of  the  issuance  of  the  Tax  Collector's  notice  and  notifies  the  Tax 
Collector  of  such  request. 

fe)      If  the  applicant  wishes  to  challenge  the  submission  of  his  or  her  name  on  the  certified 
list,  the  applicant  shall  submit  a  written  request  for  review  to  the  Department  of  Child  Support 
Services,  on  the  form  provided  by  the  Tax  Collector,  and  shall  notify  the  Tax  Collector  of  such  request. 
The  Department  of  Child  Support  Services  shall  establish  review  procedures  to  allow  an  applicant  to 
have  the  underlying  arrearage  and  any  relevant  de  fenses  investigated,  to  provide  an  applicant 
information  on  the  process  of  obtaining  a  modification  of  a  support  order,  or  to  provide  an  applicant 
assistance  in  the  establishment  of  a  payment  schedule  on  arrearages  if  the  circumstances  so  warrant.

If  the  judicial  review  results  in  a  finding  by  the  court  that  the  obligor  is  in  compliance 
with  the  judgment  or  order  for  support,  the  Department  of  Child  Support  Services  shall  immediately 
send  a  release  in  accordance  with  Subsection  (e)  of  this  Section  to  the  Tax  Collector. 

(h)  If  the  Tax  Collector  does  not  receive  a  release  from  the  Department  of  Child  Support 
Services  upon  expiration  of  the  applicant's  temporary  registration  certificate,  the  Tax  Collector  shall 
refer  the  case  to  the  Department  of  Child  Support  Services. 

(i)  The  Tax  Collector  and  the  Department  of  Child  Support  Services  shall  enter  into  a 
cooperative  agreement  to  provide  for  the  receipt  by  the  Tax  Collector  of  federal  funds  to  cover  that 
portion  of  costs  incurred  by  the  Tax  Collector  in  implementing  this  Section  which  are  reimbursable 
according  to  federal  law  and  regulation.

SEC.  859.  BUSINESS  TAX  REGISTRATION  TAG  REQUIRED  ON  CERTAIN  VEHICLES. 

(a)  The  Tax  Collector  shall  require  persons  engaged  in  the  businesses  listed  in  Subsection  (h) 
to  display  prominently  upon  each  company  vehicle  which  is  registered  as  a  commercial  vehicle  with  the 
California  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles,  and  which  is  used  by  the  person  in  the  conduct  of  his  or  her 
business,  a  registration  ta^  in  such  form  and  color  and  containing  such  in  formation  as  the  Tax 
Collector  shall  determine.

days  after  the  expiration  of  the  period  for  which  the  resist  rat  ion  fag  was  issued.  An  employee's 
personally  owned  vehicles  are  exempt  from  this  requirement. 

Each  person  required  to  display  a  registration  tag  on  vehicles  used  in  the  conduct  of  his  or  her 
business  shall  keep  the  registration  tagfs)  issued  by  the  Tax  Collector  firmly  affixed  upon  each  vehicle 
for  which  a  registration  tas  was  issued  at  such  location  upon  the  vehicle  as  is  designated  by  the  Tax 
Collector. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  any  business  tax  resisnxuion  certificate  and  prior  to  the 
expiration  date,  any  person  seeking  to  use  any  company  vehicle  which  is  registered  as  a  commercial 
vehicle  with  the  California  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  in  his  or  her  business,  for  which  a  tag  has 
not  been  issued,  shall  procure  a  tag  for  such  vehicle  from  the  Tax  Collector.  Upon  the  pa\ment  of  a  fee 
for  such  tag,  the  Tax  Collector  shall  deliver  the  tas  to  the  person,  which  tag  shall  be  securely  affixed  to 
the  vehicle  upon  the  location  designated  by  the  Tax  Collector. 

(b)      Persons  ensased  in  the  followin2  business(es)  shall  be  required  to  display  a  registration 
tas  on  company  vehicles  which  are  registered  as  commercial  vehicles  with  the  California  Department 
of  Motor  Vehicles  and  which  are  used  in  the  conduct  of  his  or  her  business:

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SEC.  860.  REGISTRATION  CERTIFICATE  -  SUSPENSION  AND  REVOCATION. 


If  a  person  fails  to  comply  with  any  provision  of  this  Article  or  any  rule  or  resulation  adopted 
pursuant  thereto,  the  Tax  Collector,  after  giving  such  person  10  business  days'  notice  in  writing 
specifying  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  and  requiring  such  person  to  show  cause  why  his  or  her 
registration  certificate  or  registration  certificates  should  not  be  revoked,  may  revoke  or  suspend  any 
one  or  more  of  the  registration  certificates  held  by  such  person.

(2)  For  employees  represented  by  an  employee  organization  whose  MOU  does

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not  contain  the  language  included  in  subparagraph  (1 )  above,  or  if  the  Mayor  does  not 
exercise  her  or  his  authority  under  the  language  in  subparagraph  (1)  above,  the  Mayor, 
through  the  Department  of  Human  Resources,  may  meet  and  confer  with  employee 
representatives  and  propose  an  amendment  to  the  MOU  that  will  provide  a  paid  holiday  for 
those  employees  covered  by  the  MOD.

(a)  Objective  4,  Policy  14,  of  the  Urban  Design  Element  of  the  City's  General  Plan 
recognizes  that  signs  are  a  leading  cause  of  street  clutter  and  that  the  signs  often  are 
unrelated  to  the  physical  qualities  of  the  buildings  on  which  they  are  placed.  Objective  4, 
Policy  14  further  states  that  where  signs  are  large,  gari'sh  and  clashing,  they  lose  their  value 
as  identification  or  advertising  signs  and  merely  offend  the  viewer;  and  while  signs  have  an 
important  place  in  an  urban  environment,  they  should  be  controlled  in  their  size  and  location. 

(b)  Article  6  of  the  Planning  Code  regulates  the  size  and  other  elements  of  a 
general  advertising  sign,  which  is  defined  as  a  "sign  which  directs  attention  to  a  business, 
commodity,  industry  or  other  activity  which  is  sold,  offered  or  conducted  elsewhere  than  on 
the  premises  upon  which  the  sign  is  located,  or  to  which  it  is  affixed,  and  which  is  sold,  offered 
or  conducted  on  such  premises  only  incidentally  if  at  all." 
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(c)  Illegal  general  advertising  signs  are  proliferating  throughout  certain  parts  of  the 
City  where  they  are  either  prohibited  by  Article  6,  are  grossly  oversized  or  in  violation  of  other 
regulations,  and/or  have  failed  to  obtain  the  required  permits. 

(d)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  because  these  signs  can  be  installed  quickly 
due  to  current  technology  and  are  so  lucrative,  additional  penalties  and  enforcement 
procedures  are  required  to  deter  these  illegal  activities. 

Section  2.  Article  1 .7  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by 
amending  Section  176  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  176.  Enforcement  Against  Violations. 

(a)  Violations  Unlawful.  Any  use,  structure,  lot  feature  or  condition  in  violation  of 
this  Code  is  hereby  found  and  declared  to  be  unlawful  and  a  public  nuisance.  Should  any 
permit  or  license  have  been  issued  that  was  not  then  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Code,  such  permit  or  license  shall  be  null  and  void. 

(b)  Methods  of  Enforcement.  The  Zoning  Administrator  shall  have  authority  to 
enforce  this  Code  against  violations  thereof  by  any  of  the  following  actions; 

(1 )  Serving  notice  requiring  the  cessation,  removal  or  correction  of  any  violation  of 
this  Code  upon  the  owner,  agent  or  tenant  of  the  property  that  is  the  subject  of  the  violation,  or 
upon  the  architect,  builder,  contractor  or  other  person  who  commits  or  assists  in  such 
violation; 

(2)  Calling  upon  the  City  Attorney  to  maintain  an  action  for  injunction  to  restrain  or 
abatement  to  cause  the  correction  or  removal  of  any  such  violation,  and  for  assessment  and 
recovery  of  a  civil  penalty  for  such  violation; 

(3)  Calling  upon  the  District  Attorney  to  institute  criminal  proceedings  in 
enforcement  of  this  Code  against  any  such  violation;  and 
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^""^  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

(1)  Any  individual,  firm  partnership,  corporation,  company,  association,  society, 

group  or  other  person  or  legal  entity  that  violates  any  provision  of  this  Code  shall  be  liable  for 
a  civil  penalty,  not  to  exceed  $500  for  each  day  such  violation  is  committed  or  permitted  to 
continue,  which  penalty  shall  be  assessed  and  recovered  in  a  civil  action  brought  in  the  name 
of  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  by  the  City  Attorney  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction.  Any  penalty  assessed  and  recovered  in  an  action  brought  pursuant  to 
this  Paragraph  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

(2)  Any  individual,  firm,  partnership,  corporation,  company,  association,  society, 
group  or  other  person  or  legal  entity  that  violates  any  provision  of  this  Code  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fiend  in  an  amount  not 
exceeding  $500  or  be  imprisoned  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months  or  be  both  so  fined 
and  imprisoned.  Each  day  such  violation  is  committed  or  permitted  to  continue  shall 
constitute  a  separate  offense  and  shall  be  punishable  as  such  hereunder. 

(d)     Additional  methods  of  Enforcement  and  Penalties  for  Violation  of  Sign 
Regulations.  Violation  of  the  general  advertising  sign  regulations  set  fonh  in  Article  6  are 
subject  to  the  administrative  penalties  and  enforcement  procedures  set  forth  in  section  610  of 
this  Code,  in  addition  to  those  set  forth  in  this  Section  1 76. 

Sec.  3.         Article  6  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  Section  610  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  610.      Violation  of  General  Advertising  Sign  Reguirements. 
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(a)  General.  The  penalties  and  methods  of  enforcement  set  forth  in  this  Section 
610  are  in  addition  to  those  set  forth  in  section  176  of  this  Code  and  in  addition  to  any  other 
penalties  or  methods  of  enforcement  authorized  by  law. 

(b)  Administrative  Penalties.  The  Director  of  Planning  may  impose  administrative 
penalties  for  violations  of  the  regulations  aoverning  general  advertising  signs  set  forth  in  this 
Article,  in  accordance  with  the  following  procedure: 

(1)  Notice.  Upon  the  Planning  Department's  determination  pursuant  to  Section  176 
of  this  Code  that  a  general  advertising  sign  has  been  erected  or  othenfl/ise  installed  in  violation 
of  the  reguirements  of  this  Article,  the  Director  shall  send  a  written  notice,  by  first  class  mail  or 
hand-delivery,  to  both  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  property,  as  listed  in  the  Assessor's  records, 
and  the  company  that  erected  or  installed  the  sign,  if  different  from  the  owner  or  owners 
(together,  the  "Responsible  Parties").  The  notice  shall  describe  the  violations,  afl4  state  that 
the  Responsible  Parties  have  up  to  five  business  days  to  remove  the  sign  or  be  subiect  to  the 
imposition  of  administrative  penalties  and  abatement  action,  state  the  amount  of  the 
administrative  penalty  and  fees  to  be  imposed,  and  notify  the  Responsible  Parties  that  they 
have  the  right  to  reguest  the  Director's  reconsideration  by  filing  such  a  reguest  within  15 
business  davs  of  the  date  of  the  notice.  If  the  identity  of  the  company  that  installed  the  sign  is 
unknown,  the  notice  to  the  company  shall  be  sent  as  soon  as  its  identity  is  determined. 

(2)  Amount  of  Penalty.  The  administrative  penalties  assessed  against  the 
Responsible  Parties  by  the  Director  may  go  up  to  shall  be  at  least  $1 .000.00  but  shall  not 
exceed  $2500.00  per  day  per  violation  per  Responsible  Party.  In  determining  the  amount  of 
the  penalty,  the  Director  shall  take  into  account; 

(i)  whether  there  have  been  any  previous  violations  within  the  past  five  years." 

(ii)  the  nature  of  the  violation  and  its  impact  on  the  public; 

(iii)  the  Responsible  Party  or  Parties'  efforts,  if  any,  to  correct  the  violation; 
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(iv)     the  speed  of  compliance  with  the  City's  enforcement  action:-afi4 
(y)      whether  the  Responsible  Party  knew  or  should  reasonably  have  known  tha^ 
there  was  a  yiolation:  and 

(y\)     such  additional  factors  as  the  Director  may  determine  are  appropriate. 

(3)  Additional  Fees.  In  addition  to  the  administratiye  penalty  assessed  pursuant  to 
subsection  (2)  above,  the  Director  may  assess  additional  fees  to  cover  the  costs  incurred  in 
enforcing  the  administrative  penalty  or  abating  the  violations,  including  the  costs  of  other  City 
agencies. 

(4)  Duration  of  Penalties.  Penalties  and  fees  assessed  under  this  Section  shall 
continue  to  accrue  against  the  Responsible  Parties  until  the  violations  of  Article  6  have  been 
abated  or  otherwise  remedied  in  the  sole  judgment  of  the  Director.  However,  penaljies^nd 
fees  shall  not  accrue  for  15  days  after  the  date  of  the  notice  required  in  subsection  (b)  (1) 
above  and  during  the  pendency  of  any  request  for  reconsideration  filed  pursuant  to  subsection 
(7^  below  and  for  a  five-day  period  after  the  Director's  final  decision  has  been  mailed  or  hand- 
delivered  to  the  Responsible  Party  or  Parties. 

(5)  Collection.  The  Director  shall  notify  the  Responsible  Pahy  or  Parties  in  writing 
of  the  amount  of  the  penalty  and  fees  and  declare  that  such  costs  are  due  and  payable  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  within  30  days  of  the  date  of  the  notice.  If 
the  penalty  and  fee  are  not  paid  within  30  days  of  the  notice,  the  Director  shall  reguest  that 
the  Tax  Collector  pursue  collection  of  the  penalty  and  fee  against  the  property  owner,  up  to 
and  including  imposition  of  a  special  assessment  lien  in  accordance  with  the  reguirements  of 
Article  XX  of  Chapter  10  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  (commencing  with  Section 
10.230).  The  Director  shall  reguest  that  the  City  Attorney  pursue  collection  of  the  penalty  and 
fee  against  the  sign  company. 
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(6)  Planning  Code  Enforcement  Fund.  Fees  and  penalties  collected  pursuant  to 
this  Section  610  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Planning  Code  Enforcement  Fund  established  in 
Administrative  Code  Section  10.100-166.  Use  of  Penalties  and  Fees.  Tho  administrativo 
penalties  and  foos  rocoived  by  tho  Treasurer  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
pursuant  to  Section  610  shall  be  placed  in  tho  Planning  Code  Enforoomont  Special  Account 
and  usod_for  the  following  purposes:  (I)  Tho  penalties  and  foos  received  from  sign  companies 
shall  bo  usod  to  fund  administration  and  enforcement  of  tho  Planning  Code's  sign  regulations, 
including  but  not  limited  to  funding  Planning  Department  personnel  assigned  to  work  on 
administration  and  enforcement  of  sign  regulations,  and  the  services  of  the  City  Attorney;  (ii) 
tho  penalties  and  foes  rocoived  from  the  property  owner  shall  be  used  to  fund  tho  City's  graffiti 
cleanup  activities.  To  the  extent  authorized  by  stato  law,  penalties  and  foos  collected  by  tho 
City  Attorney  in  any  action  to  abate  violations  of  tho  Planning  Code's  sign  regulations  shall  bo 
placed  in  tho  special  account  and  used  to  fund  administration  and  enforcement  of  tho  sign 
regulations,  including  the  services  of  tho  City  Attorney. 

(7)  Review  of  Imposition  of  Penalty.  Any  person  designated  as  a  Responsible  Party 
may  seek  the  Director's  reconsideration  of  that  designation  or  of  the  assessment  and  amount 
of  the  penalty  or  fee  imposed  by  reguesting  a  hearing  on  the  matter.  Reconsideration  is 
initiated  by  filing  a  reguest  for  reconsideration  and  hearing  with  the  Director  that  specifies  in 
detail  the  basis  for  the  reguest.  The  reguest  shall  be  filed  within  15  business  days  of  the  date 
of  notice  of  the  imposition  of  the  penalty  or  fee.  Within  10  days  of  the  receipt  of  the  reguest 
for  reconsideration,  unless  extended  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  affected  parties,  the  Director 
shall  appoint  a  hearing  officer  to  hold  a  hearing  on  tho  matter.  After  roviow  of  tho  hearing 
officor's  recommendation,  tho  Diroctor  or  his  or  her  designee  shall  reconsider  the  matter  and 
render  a  final  decision,  which  shall  not  be  appealable.  Tho  Diroctor's  decision  shall  bo  final. 
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Section  4.  Amending  Article  XIII  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  by  adding 
Section  10.117-126  10.100-166  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  10.117-126  10.100-166.       Planning  Code  Enforcement  FunctSpecial  Accowt, 

(a)  Establishment  of  Fund  Account.  The  PlannKia.CQde  Enforcement  Fund  is 
established  as  a  category  four  fund  to  receive  funds  collectecj^pursuant  to  Section  610  of  the 
Planning  Code,  for  penalties  and  fees  assessed  for  violations  of  regulations  governing  general 
advertising  sions.  Thoro  is  horobv  established  in  the  troasury  of  tho  City  and  County  of-Saft

(b)  Expondituro  of  Monies.  The  funds  in  tho  Account  shall  bo  expen^ied  in 
accordance  with  tho  budgetary  and  fiscal  provisions  of  tho  Charter  and  shall  be  used- to  fund 
Use  of  Fund.  Proceeds  in  the  fund  are  to  be  expended  as  follows:  (ij  administration  and 
enforcement  of  the  Planning  Code's  sipn  regulations,  includinp  but  not  limited  to  funding 
Planning  Department  personnel  assigned  to  work  on  administration  and  enforcement  of  sign 
regulations,  and  the  sen/ices  of  the  City  Attorney:  (ii)  Tto  the  extent  authonzed  by  state  law, 
penalties  and  fees  collected  by  the  City  Attorney  in  any  action  to  abate  violations  of  the 
Planning  Code's  sign  regulations  shall  be  used  to  fund  administration  and  enforcement  of  the 
sign  regulations  including  the  services  of  the  City  Attorney.

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Section  5.  Severability.  If  any  section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause  or  phase  of  this 
ordinance  is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  unconstitutional,  invalid,  or  ineffective  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  such  decision  shall  not  affect  the  validity  or  effectiveness  of  the 
remaining  portions  of  the  ordinance.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  that  it  would  have 
passed  each  section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  phrase  of  this  ordinance  irrespective  of 
the  fact  that  any  portion  thereof  could  be  declared  unconstitutional,  invalid,  or  ineffective.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco; 

Section  1.  Chapter  19A  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  an  Article  II  consisting  of  Sections  19A20  through  19A23.  to  read  as  follows: 
Article  II  Asthma  Task  Force 

Sec.  19A20.    Establishment  and  Membership  of  Asthma  Task  Force.  There  is  hereby 
established  an  Asthma  Task  Force  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  Membership  in  the 
Asthma  Task  Force  shall  consist  of  a  total  of  thirty  (30)  members.  The  Department  of  Public  Health 
shall  provide  clerical  assistance  and  logistical  support  to  the  Task  Force  and  its  committees. 

(A)       Voting  members.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  appoint  twenty  (20)  voting  members 
representing  the  categories  stated  below.  Each  of  the  voting  members  shall  be  a  resident  of  San 
Francisco  or  shall  have  his/her  principal  place  of  employment  located  within  San  Francisco  or  shall  be 
a  service  provider  to  residents  of  San  Francisco. 

Voting  members  of  the  Asthma  Task  Force  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  two  (2)  ^^fee  years. 
In  the  event  a  vacancy  occurs,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  appoint  a  successor  to  complete  the 
remainder  of  that  term.  Members  of  the  Asthma  Task  Force  shall  sen-e  without  compensation  or 
reimbursement  for  expenses. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  appoint  the  voting  members  of  the  Task  Force  from  the 
following  categories: 
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(1)  two  (2)  representatives  of  community-based  organizations  that  provide  advocacy  related 
to  asthma  issues  in  San  Francisco; 

(2)  one  (1)  representative  of  childcare  coordinating/advocacy  organizations; 

(3)  three  (3)  individuals  who  are  either  persons  with  asthma,  the  parent  of  a  child  with 
asthma,  or  an  asthma  patient  advocate; 

(4)  two  (2)  representatives  of  environmental  health/justice  organizations; 

(5)  two  (2)  representatives  of  hospital  associations  or  health  care  provider  institutions; 

(6)  two  (2)  representatives  of  MediCal  Managed  Care  Insurers; 

(7)  two  (2)  representatives  of  lung  health/asthma-specific  organizations; 

(8)  three  (3)  individuals  who  represent  health  care  professions  working  with  asthmatics; 

(9)  two  (2)  individuals  who  are  academic  researchrs  or  educators  concerned  with  asthma 

issues; 

(10)  one  (1)  representative  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

(B)      Non-voting  members.  In  addition  to  the  voting  members,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
appoint  one  non-voting  member  to  represent  property  interests,  and  one  non-voting  member  to 
represent  tenant  interests,  as  these  issues  come  forward  on  the  Asthma  Task  Force  agenda.  In  addition, 
one  non-voting  member  shall  be  appointed  to  the  Task  Force  by  the  head  of  each  of  the  following  San 
Francisco  departments/agencies:  Department  of  Public  Health;  Department  of  Human  Services; 
Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Families;  Department  of  Building  Inspection;  Commission  for 
Children  and  Families;  the  Housing  Authority,  and  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District. 

Each  of  the  following  federal  agencies  may  designate  a  representative  to  join  the  Task  Force  as 
a  non-voting  member:  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  and  U.S.  Housing  and  Urban 
Development. 

Sec.  19A21.     Purpose  of  Task  Force.    The  purposes  of  the  Task  Force  are  to  recommend  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  legislative  action  and  citywide  strategies  that  would  ensure  the  highest  M 
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standard  of  asthma  management  and  prevention  services  for  all  residents  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  to  provide  general  advice  and  assistance  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  with  regard  to 
funding  priorities,  legislative  action,  and  city  policies  for  the  prevention  and  management  of  asthma  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

To  accomplish  these  purposes,  the  Asthma  Task  Force  shall  prepare  a  w  ritten,  comprehensive, 
and  coordinated  strategic  plan  to  manage  and  prevent  asthma  in  .San  Francisco.  This  plan  u  ill  he 
derived  from  information  gathered  and  reviewed  and  input  from  a  broad-base  of  individuals  and 
organizations  that  affect,  and  are  affected  by,  asthma  in  the  City  and  Couniy  of  San  Francisco.  This 
strategic  plan,  and  recommendations  for  its  implementation,  shall  be  .submitted  to  the  Health 
Commission  and  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  within  twelve  months  after  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Asthma  Task  Force.  The  IHealth  Commission  may  contribute  to  the  plan's  findings  and 
recommendations  to  the  Board.  The  Department  of  Public  Health  shall  report  to  the  Board  its 
concurrence  or  substantial  differences  with  the  strategic  plan  drafted  by  (he  .\-<ihma  Task  Force  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  may  adopt  legislation  to  support  the  plan. 

Thereafter,  the  Task  Force  shall  submit  status  reports  on  progress  toward  implementing  the 
plan  recommendations  and  meeting  the  plan 's  goals  to  the  Board  bi-annual ly. 

In  creating  the  strategic  plan  and  the  subsequent  status  reports,  the  Asthma  Task  Force  shall 
hold  meetings  and  hearings  when  appropriate  to  gather  information  and  input  from  residents,  property 
owners,  health  care  providers,  the  school  district  and  the  general  public.  In  addition,  the  Asthma  Task 
Force  shall  gather  and  review  existing  information  on  the  prevalence,  management  and  prevention  of 
asthma  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  Such  information  may  include,  hut  is  not  limited  to: 
L  The  prevalence  of  asthma  and  indicators  of  the  burden  of  the  disease,  including 
data  on  geographic,  racial  age,  income  and  gender  differences  within  the  population: 

2.        Access  to  appropriate  asthma  care  and  preventative  services,  including  potential 
barriers  and  gaps  in  services; 
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3.  Indoor  and  outdoor  environmental  risks  that  can  worsen  and  potentially 
contribute  to  the  onset  of  asthma.  Indoor  environments  include,  but  are  not  limited  to  homes,  schools, 
child  care  sites,  and  the  workplace; 

4.  Asthma  management  and  prevention  best  practices,  such  as  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health 's  asthma  clinical  guidelines,  and  the  extent  of  their  utilization  by  providers; 

5.  Access  to  asthma-related  educational  opportunities  for  residents  that  are 
community-based  and  culturally/linguistically  appropriate; 

6.  Community  organizing  and  community-based  capacity  building  activities  that 
promote  asthma  management  and  prevention  in  local  communities; 

7.  Level  of public  awareness  of  asthma  as  a  serious  public  health  issue  and 
effective  approaches  to  increase  the  level  of  awareness; 

8.  Policies  that  impact  asthma  and  its  management  at  the  local,  state  and  national 
levels,  such  as  school  district  policies,  housing  regulations,  and  air  quality  standards;  and 

9.  Research  on  the  potential  causes,  aggravators,  and  treatments  of  asthma. 
Sec.  19A22.      Conduct  of  Business.  At  the  initial  meeting  of  the  Task  Force,  and  yearly 

thereafter,  the  Task  Force  members  may  select  such  officers  as  the  Task  Force  deems  necessary.  The 

Task  Force  shall  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  its  organization  and  procedures  and  shall  meet 

when  necessary  as  determined  by  the  Task  Force.  The  Task  Force  shall  be  governed  by  the  San 

Francisco  Sunshine  Ordinance  (San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  67).

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  Section 

604.1 ,  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  604.1.  (a)  Information  Required  on  General  Advertising  Sipns.  Each  general 

advertising  sign  autliorized  by  tiiis  Code  shali  bear  tfie  following  information: 

(1)  an  imprint  identifying  the  name  of  the  sign  company: 

(2)  the  permit  number:  and 

(3)  the  permitted  sign  dimensions. 

This  information  shall  be  painted  imprinted  and  maintained  on  the  face  or  edge  of  the  sign.  U 
shall  bo  of  such  size  and  location  as  to  bo  logiblo  from  the  sidewalk  lovol,  ground  level  or  an 
easily  accessiblo  location.  Electric  signs  may  haye  an  approved  metal  tag  attached  to  them

(iii)  a  minimum  of  8  inches  in  height  for  general  advertising  signs  of  over  500  square

Where  evidence  is  submitted  to  the  Planning  Department  that  a  general  advertising 
sign  existed  at  its  current  location  on  or  prior  to  the  Department's  May/June  1966  general

Ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  by  amending  Sections  607.2, 
803.3  AND  803.4  to  clarify  that  general  advertising  signs  are  prohibited  in  the  South 
of  Market  Zoning  Districts,  except  in  the  South  of  Market  General  Advertising 
Special  Sign  District  or  where  a  permit  was  approved  by  the  City  prior  to  January  1 , 
2001.

Article  6  of  the  Planning  Code  contains  language  that  sets  forth  controls  for  general 
advertising  signs  in  the  Chinatown  and  South  of  Market  Mixed  Use  Districts.  This 
language  was  inserted  in  the  Planning  Code  in  the  event  general  advertising  were  to  be  a 
permitted  use  in  the  South  of  Market  District.  However,  it  became  the  intent  to  allow 
general  advertising  in  no  South  of  Market  district,  except  when  that  district  is  aiso  in  the 
South  of  Market  Special  General  Advertising  Sign  District  (renamed  herein  the  South  of 
Market  General  Advertising  Special  Sign  District).  Unlike  business  signs,  which  are 
considered  an  accessory  use  to  a  business,  general  advertising  signs  are  considered  a 
separate  use.  Section  171  of  the  Planning  Code  states  that  the  uses  allowed  shall  be  only 
those  uses  listed  in  the  Code  as  permitted  in  that  district.  The  control  charts  for  the 
various  districts  disclose  the  list  of  uses  that  may  be  either  permitted,  conditional  or  not 
permitted  in  a  district.  General  advertising  signs  are  listed  in  ail  the  control  charts  for  the 
various  commercial  zoning  districts  except  the  control  charts  for  the  South  of  Market

Section  1.     (a)  General  Findings. 
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districts.  The  absence  of  general  advertising  as  a  separate  use  in  the  control  charts 
means  they  are  not  generally  permitted  in  the  South  of  Market  Districts,  but  implies  that 
they  are  not  permitted  in  the  aforementioned  Special  Sign  District  either.  Further,  the 
language  in  Article  6  of  the  Code  setting  forth  controls  for  general  advertising  signs  in  the 
South  of  Market  Mixed  Use  Districts  and  the  absence  in  the  Code  of  language  specifically 
stating  that  general  advertising  is  not  permitted  in  the  South  of  Market  districts  outside  of 
the  Special  Sign  District  creates  confusion  about  the  permissibility  of  general  advertising 
signs  there.  Therefore,  the  Code  needs  to  be  amended  to  add  general  advertising  signs 
to  the  South  of  Market  use  charts  and  to  add  language  elsewhere  to  clarify  that  general 
advertising  signs  are  not  permitted  except  in  the  renamed  South  of  Market  General 
Advertising  Special  Sign  District. 

(b)  Priority  Policy  Findings.  The  proposed  amendment  would  conform  to 
the  Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1. 

(1)  The  legislation  is  consistent  with  Priority  Policies  1  and  2  in  that  it  would 
encourage  the  conservation  of  neighborhood-serving  retail  uses,  housing  and 
neighborhood  character  by  prohibiting  general  advertising  signs  which  could  be  much 
larger  than  business  signs  and  out  of  scale  with  many  of  the  residential  and  non- 
residential buildings  of  the  area. 

(2)  The  legislation  is  consistent  with  Priority  Policy  3  in  that  prohibiting 
general  advertising  signs  tends  to  preserve  the  character  of  the  residential  areas  in  the 
South  of  Market  which  contains  some  of  the  City's  most  affordable  residential  units. 

(3)  The  legislation  is  consistent  with  Priority  Policy  4  in  that  it  would  not 
effect  commuter  traffic  or  Muni  transit  service. 

(4)  The  legislation  is  consistent  with  Priority  Policy  5  in  that  it  would  help  the 
business  signs  of  industrial  and  service  uses  compete  for  attention. 
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(5)  The  legislation  is  consistent  with  Pnority  Policy  6  in  t'^3y|^J%E(gFf>f^y^PY 
would  not  effect  seismic  safety  standards. 

(6)  The  legislation  is  consistent  with  Priority  Policy  7  in  that  it  would  not 
change  the  rules  regarding  landmarks  and  historic  buildings  but  would  help  provide  an 
appropriate  visual  environment  for  them. 

(7)  The  legislation  is  consistent  with  Priority  Policy  8  in  that  it  would  help 
provide  an  appropriate  visual  environment  for  open  spaces. 

Section  2.  Article  6  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by 
amending  Section  607.2  as  follows: 

SEC.  607.2.  MIXED  USE  DISTRICTS.  Signs  located  in  Mixed  Use  Distncts 
shall  be  regulated  as  provided  herein,  except  for  those  signs  which  are  exempted  by 
Section  603.  Signs  not  specifically  regulated  in  this  Section  607.2  shall  be  prohibited.  In 
the  event  of  conflict  between  the  provisions  of  Section  607.2  and  other  provisions  of 
Article  6,  the  provisions  of  Section  607.2  shall  prevail  in  Mixed  Use  Districts. 

(a)      Purposes  and  Findings.  In  addition  to  the  purposes  stated  in  Sections  101 
and  601  of  this  Code,  the  following  purposes  apply  to  Mixed  Use  Districts.  These 
purposes  constitute  findings  that  form  a  basis  for  regulations  and  provide  guidance  for 
their  application. 

(1)  As  Mixed  Use  Districts  change,  they  need  to  maintain  their  attractiveness  to 
customers  and  potential  new  businesses  alike.  Physical  amenities  and  a  pleasant 
appearance  will  profit  both  existing  and  new  enterprises. 

(2)  The  character  of  signs  and  other  features  projecting  from  buildings  is  an 
mportant  part  of  the  visual  appeal  of  a  street  and  the  general  quality  and  economic 
stability  of  the  area.  Opportunities  exist  to  relate  these  signs  and  projections  more 
effectively  to  street  design  and  building  design.  These  regulations  establish  a  framework 
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that  will  contribute  toward  a  coherent  appearance  of  Mixed  Use  Districts. 

(3)     Mixed  Use  Districts  are  typically  mixed  use  areas  with  commercial  units  on 
the  ground  or  lower  stories  and  residential  uses  on  upper  stories  or  have  housing  and 
commercial  and  industrial  activities  interspersed.  Although  signs  and  other  advertising 

devices  are  essential  to  a  vital  commercial  district,  they  should  not  be  allowed  to  interfere 
with  or  diminish  the  livability  of  residential  units  within  a  Mixed  Use  District  or  in  adjacent 
residential  districts. 

(4)     The  scale  of  most  Mixed  Use  Districts  as  characterized  by  building  height, 
bulk,  and  appearance,  and  the  width  of  streets  and  sidewalks  differs  from  that  of  other 
commercial  and  industrial  districts.  Sign  sizes  should  relate  and  be  compatible  with  the 
surrounding  district  scale. 

(b)     Siqns  or  Siqn  Features  Not  Permitted  in  Mixed  Use  Districts.  General 
advertising  signs  are  not  permitted  in  the  South  of  Market  districts,  except  in  the  South  of  Market 

General  Advertising  Special  Sisn  District.  Roof  sians  as  defined  in  Section  602.1 6  of  this 

Code,  wind  signs  as  defined  in  Section  602.21  of  this  Code,  and  signs  on  canopies,  as 
defined  in  Section  136.1(b)  of  this  Code,  are  not  permitted  in  Mixed  Use  Districts.  No  sign 
shall  have  or  consist  of  any  moving,  rotating,  or  otherwise  physically  animated  part,  or 
lights  that  give  the  appearance  of  animation  by  flashing,  blinking,  or  fluctuating.  In 
addition,  all  signs  or  sign  features  not  otherwise  specifically  regulated  in  this  Section  607.2 

shall  be  prohibited. 

(c)     Identifying  Signs.  Identifying  signs,  as  defined  in  Section  602.9,  shall  be 
permitted  in  all  Mixed  Use  Districts  subject  to  the  limits  set  forth  below. 

(1 )     One  sign  per  lot  shall  be  permitted  and  such  sign  shall  not  exceed  20  square 

feet  in  area.  The  sign  may  be  a  freestanding  sign,  if  the  building  is  recessed  from  the 

street  property  line,  or  may  be  a  wall  sign  or  a  projecting  sign.  The  existence  of  a 
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freestanding  identifying  sign  shall  preclude  the  erection  of  a  freestartqiri^  pus,ir^Q^^^^ip/i  on 
the  same  lot.  A  wall  or  projecting  sign  shall  be  mounted  on  the  first-story  level;  a 
freestanding  sign  shall  not  exceed  15  feet  in  height.  Such  sign  may  be  nonilluminated, 
indirectly  illuminated,  or  directly  illuminated. 

(2)     One  sign  identifying  a  shopping  center  or  shopping  mall  shall  be  permitted 
subject  to  the  conditions  in  Paragraph  (1 ),  but  shall  not  exceed  30  square  feet  in  area. 
Such  signs  may  be  nonilluminated,  indirectly  illuminated,  or  directly  illuminated  during  the 
hours  of  operation  of  the  businesses  in  the  shopping  center  or  shopping  mall. 

(d)  Nameplate.  One  nameplate,  as  defined  in  Section  602.12  of  this  Code,  not 
exceeding  an  area  of  two  square  feet,  shall  be  permitted  for  each  noncommercial  use  in 
Mixed  Use  Districts. 

(e)  General  Advertising  Signs.  General  advertising  signs,  as  defined  in 
Section  602.7,  shall  be  permitted  in  Mixed  Use  Disthcts  as  provided  for  below.  General 
cidveftisin^  sis^ns  are  not  allowed  in  the  South  of  Market  A'lixed  Ose  Districts,  except  in  the  South  of 

Market  General  Advertising  Special  Si^  District  Of  where  a  permit  was  approved  by  the  City 

prior  to  January  1.  2001.  In  Mixed  Use  Districts  where  such  sians  are  permitted,  aenerai 
advertising  signs  may  be  either  a  wall  sign  or  freestanding,  provided  that  the  surface  of 
any  freestanding  sign  shall  be  parallel  to  and  within  three  feet  of  an  adjacent  building  wall. 
In  either  case,  the  building  wall  shall  form  a  complete  backdrop  for  the  sign,  as  the  sign  is 

viewed  from  all  points  from  a  street  or  alley  from  which  it  is  legible.  No  general  advertising 

sign  shall  be  permitted  to  cover  part  or  all  of  any  windows.  Any  extension  of  the  cooy 

beyond  the  rectangular  perimeter  of  the  sign  shall  be  included  in  the  calculation  of  the  S'gn 

area,  as  defined  in  Section  602.1(a)  of  this  Code. 

(1)     Chinatown  Residential  Neighborhood  Commercial  District.  No  more 

than  one  general  advertising  sign  shall  be  permitted  per  lot.  Such  sign  shall  not  exceed  72 
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square  feet  in  area  nor  exceed  12  feet  in  height.  Such  sign  may  be  either  nonilluminated 
or  indirectly  illuminated. 

(2)  Chinatown  Visitor  Retail,-  and  Chinatown  Community  Business  Districts. 
,  and  South  of  Market  Mixed  Use  Districts,  Exclusive  of  the  South  of  Market  Special  General 
Advertising  Sign  Districts.  No  more  than  one  general  advertising  sign  not  exceeding  300 
square  feet  in  area  or  two  general  advertising  signs  of  72  square  feet  each  shall  be 
permitted  per  lot.  The  height  of  any  such  wall  sign  shall  not  exceed  24  feet,  or  the  height 
of  the  wall  to  which  it  is  attached,  or  the  height  of  the  lowest  of  any  residential  windowsills 
on  the  wall  to  which  it  is  attached,  whichever  is  lower.  If  the  advertising  sign  is  a 
freestanding  sign,  the  height  shall  not  exceed  24  feet  or  the  height  of  the  adjacent  wall, 
whichever  is  lower. 

(A)     Signs  may  be  either  nonilluminated  or  indirectly  or  directly  illuminated. 

(3)  South  of  Market  Special  General  Advertising  Special  Sign  District.  Within 
the  area  designated  as  a  South  of  Market  Special  General  Advertising  Special  Sign  District, 
as  described  in  Section  821  of  this  Code  and  shown  on  Sectional  Map  4§U  SSD  of  the 
Zoning  Map,  the  following  provisions  shall  apply  to  general  advertising  signs:  (1)  No  more 
than  two  general  advertising  signs  not  to  exceed  300  square  feet  in  area  or  one  general 
advertising  sign  not  to  exceed  672  square  feet  in  area  shall  be  permitted  per  lot;  (2)  No 
more  than  one  double-sided  or  multiple-sided  sign  shall  be  permitted  per  lot;  and  (3)  Roof 
signs  shall  be  permitted  and  shall  not  exceed  the  standards  established  by  Section  607(b) 
of  this  Code  for  roof  signs  lying  within  M  Districts. 

(f)      Business  Signs.  Business  signs,  as  defined  in  Section  602.3  shall  be

(1)     Chinatown  Residential  Neighborhood  Commercial  District. 

(A)     Window  Signs.  The  total  area  of  all  window  signs,  as  defined  in  Section 
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602.1(b),  shall  not  exceed  Va  the  area  of  the  window  on  or  in  which  the  s 
Such  signs  may  be  noniiluminated,  indirectly  illuminated,  or  directly  illuminated. 

(B)  Wall  Signs,  The  area  of  all  wall  signs  shall  not  exceed  one  square  foot  per 
foot  of  street  frontage  occupied  by  the  business  measured  along  the  wall  to  which  the 
signs  are  attached,  or  50  square  feet  for  each  street  frontage,  whichever  is  less;  provided, 
however,  that  in  no  case  shall  the  wall  sign  or  combination  of  wall  signs  cover  more  than 
75  percent  of  the  surface  of  any  wall,  excluding  openings.  The  height  of  any  wall  sign  shall 
not  exceed  15  feet  or  the  height  of  the  wall  to  which  it  is  attached.  Such  signs  may  be 
noniiluminated  or  indirectly  illuminated;  or  during  business  hours,  may  be  directly 
illuminated. 

(C)  Projecting  Signs.  The  number  of  projecting  signs  shall  not  exceed  one  per 
business.  The  area  of  such  sign  or  signs  combined  when  there  are  multiple  signs,  as 
defined  in  Section  602.1(a),  shall  not  exceed  24  square  feet.  The  height  of  such  sign  shall 
not  exceed  15  feet  or  the  height  of  the  wall  to  which  it  is  attached.  No  part  of  the  sign  shall 
project  more  than  75  percent  of  the  horizontal  distance  from  the  street  property  line  to  the 
curbline,  or  six  feet  six  inches,  whichever  is  less.  The  sign  may  be  noniiluminated  or 
indirectly  illuminated,  or  during  business  hours,  may  be  directly  illuminated. 

(D)  Signs  on  Awnings.  Sign  copy  may  be  located  on  permitted  awnings  in  lieu 
of  wall  signs  and  projecting  signs.  The  area  of  such  sign  copy  as  defined  in  Section 
602.1(c)  shall  not  exceed  20  square  feet.  Such  sign  copy  may  be  noniiluminated  or 
indirectly  illuminated. 

(2)     Chinatown  Visitor  Retail  District. 

(A)     Window  Signs.  The  total  area  of  all  window  signs,  as  defined  in  Section 
602.1  (b),  shall  not  exceed  Vs  the  area  of  the  window  on  or  in  which  the  signs  are  located. 
Such  signs  may  be  noniiluminated,  indirectly  illuminated,  or  directly  illuminated.

(B)  Wall  Signs.  The  area  of  all  wall  signs  shall  not  exceed  two  square  feet  per 
foot  of  street  frontage  occupied  by  the  use  measured  along  the  wall  to  which  the  signs  are 
attached,  or  100  square  feet  for  each  street  frontage,  whichever  is  less.  The  height  of  any 
wall  sign  shall  not  exceed  24  feet,  or  the  height  of  the  wall  to  which  it  is  attached,  or  the 
height  of  the  lowest  of  any  residential  windowsill  on  the  wall  to  which  the  sign  is  attached, 
whichever  is  lower.  Such  signs  may  be  nonilluminated,  indirectly,  or  directly  illuminated. 

(C)  Projecting  Signs.  The  number  of  projecting  signs  shall  not  exceed  one  per 
business.  The  area  of  such  sign,  as  defined  in  Section  602.1(a),  shall  not  exceed  24 
square  feet.  The  height  of  such  sign  shall  not  exceed  24  feet,  or  the  height  of  the  wall  to 
which  it  is  attached,  or  the  height  of  the  lowest  of  any  residential  windowsill  on  the  wall  to 
which  the  sign  is  attached,  whichever  is  lower.  No  part  of  the  sign  shall  project  more  than 
75  percent  of  the  horizontal  distance  from  the  street  property  line  to  the  curbline,  or  six 
feet  six  inches,  whichever  is  less.  Such  signs  may  be  nonilluminated  or  indirectly 
illuminated;  or  during  business  hours,  may  be  directly  illuminated. 

(D)  Signs  on  Awnings  and  Marquees.  Sign  copy  may  be  located  on  permitted 
awnings  or  marquees  in  lieu  of  projecting  signs.  The  area  of  such  sign  copy  as  defined  in 
Section  602.1(c)  shall  not  exceed  30  square  feet.  Such  sign  copy  may  be  nonilluminated 
or  indirectly  illuminated,  except  that  sign  copy  on  marquees  for  movie  theaters  or  places  of 
entertainment  may  be  directly  illuminated  during  business  hours. 

(E)  Freestanding  Signs  and  Sign  Towers.  One  freestanding  sign  or  sign  tower 
per  lot  shall  be  permitted  in  lieu  of  a  projecting  sign,  if  the  building  or  buildings  are 
recessed  from  the  street  property  line.  The  existence  of  a  freestanding  business  sign  shall 
preclude  the  erection  of  a  freestanding  identifying  sign  on  the  same  lot.  The  area  of  such 
freestanding  sign  or  sign  tower,  as  defined  in  Section  602.1(a),  shall  not  exceed  20  square 
feet  nor  shall  the  height  of  the  sign  exceed  24  feet.  No  part  of  the  sign  shall  project  more

six  feet,  whichever  is  less.  Such  signs  may  be  nonilluminated  or  indirectly  illuminated;  or 
during  business  hours,  may  be  directly  illuminated. 

(3)      Chinatown  Community  Business  District  and  South  of  Market  Mixed 
Use  Districts. 

(A)  Window  Signs.  The  total  area  of  all  window  signs,  as  defined  in  Section 
602.1(b),  shall  not  exceed  Va  the  area  of  the  window  on  or  in  which  the  signs  are  located. 
Such  signs  may  be  nonilluminated,  indirectly  illuminated,  or  directly  illuminated. 

(B)  Wall  Signs.  The  area  of  all  wail  signs  shall  not  exceed  three  square  feet  per 
foot  of  street  frontage  occupied  by  the  use  measured  along  the  wall  to  which  the  signs  are 
attached,  or  150  square  feet  for  each  street  frontage,  whichever  is  less;  provided, 
however,  that  in  no  case  shall  the  wall  sign  or  combination  of  wall  signs  cover  more  than 
75  percent  of  the  surface  of  any  wall,  excluding  openings.  The  height  of  any  wall  sign  shall 
not  exceed  24  feet,  or  the  height  of  the  wall  to  which  it  is  attached,  or  the  height  of  the 
lowest  of  any  residential  windowsill  on  the  wall  to  which  the  sign  is  attached,  whichever  is 
lower.  Such  signs  may  be  nonilluminated,  indirectly,  or  directly  illuminated. 

(C)  Projecting  Signs.  The  number  of  projecting  signs  shall  not  exceed  one  per 
business.  The  area  of  such  sign  or  signs  combined  when  there  are  multiple  signs,  as 
defined  in  Section  602.1(a),  shall  not  exceed  32  square  feet.  The  height  of  the  sign  shall 
not  exceed  24  feet,  or  the  height  of  the  wall  to  v/hich  it  is  attached,  or  the  height  of  the 
lowest  of  any  residential  windowsill  on  the  wall  to  which  the  sign  is  attached,  whichever  is 
lower.  No  part  of  the  sign  shall  project  more  than  75  percent  of  the  horizontal  distance 
from  the  street  property  line  to  the  curbline,  or  six  feet  six  inches,  whichever  is  less.  Such 
signs  may  be  nonilluminated,  indirectly,  or  directly  illuminated. 

(D)  Sign  Copy  on  Awnings  and  Marquees.  Sign  copy  may  be  located  on 
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permitted  awnings  or  marquees  in  lieu  of  projecting  signs.  The  area  of  such  sign  copy,  as 
defined  in  Section  602.1(c),  shall  not  exceed  40  square  feet.  Such  sign  copy  may  be 
nonilluminated  or  indirectly  illuminated;  except  that  sign  copy  on  marquees  for  movie 
theaters  or  places  of  entertainment  may  be  directly  illuminated  during  business  hours. 

(E)     Freestanding  Signs  and  Sign  Towers.  One  freestanding  sign  or  sign  tower 
per  lot  shall  be  permitted  in  lieu  of  a  projecting  sign  if  the  building  or  buildings  are 
recessed  from  the  street  property  line.  The  existence  of  a  freestanding  business  sign  shall 
preclude  the  erection  of  a  freestanding  identifying  sign  on  the  same  lot.  The  area  of  such 
freestanding  sign  or  sign  tower,  as  defined  in  Section  602.1(a),  shall  not  exceed  30  square 
feet  nor  shall  the  height  of  the  sign  exceed  24  feet.  No  part  of  the  sign  shall  project  more 
than  75  percent  of  the  horizontal  distance  from  the  street  property  line  to  the  curbline,  or 
six  feet,  whichever  is  less.  Such  signs  may  be  nonilluminated  or  indirectly  illuminated,  or 
during  business  hours,  may  be  directly  illuminated. 

(g)     Special  Sign  Districts.  Additional  controls  apply  within  certain  Mixed  Use 

Districts  that  are  designated  as  Special  Sign  Districts.  The  designations,  locations,  and 
boundaries  of  these  Special  Sign  Districts  are  provided  on  Sectional  Map  SSD  of  the 
Zoning  Map  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  are  described  within  Sections 
608.1  through  608.10  of  this  Code. 

(h)     Special  Districts  for  Sign  Illumination.  Signs  in  Mixed  Use  Districts  shall 
not  have  nor  consist  of  any  flashing,  blinking,  fluctuating  or  otherwise  animated  light 
except  in  the  following  special  districts,  all  specifically  designated  as  "Special  Districts  for 
Sign  Illumination"  on  Sectional  Map  SSD  of  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  described  in  Section  607(e)  of  this  Code. 

(1 )     Broadway  District.  Along  the  main  commercial  frontage  of  Broadway 
between  Wayne  and  Osgood. 
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(1)      Public  Areas.  No  sign  shall  be  placed  upon  any  public  street,  au^yigj^  ^  LIBRARV 
sidewalk,  public  plaza  or  right-of-way,  or  in  any  portion  of  a  transit  system,  except  such 

T 

projecting  signs  as  are  otherwise  permitted  by  this  Code  and  signs,  structures,  and 
features  as  are  specifically  approved  by  the  appropriate  public  authorities  under  applicable 
laws  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  this  Code  and  under  such  conditions  as  may  be 
imposed  by  such  authorities  or  posted  pursuant  to  the  Police  Code. 

(2)  Maintenance.  Every  business  sign  pertaining  to  an  active  establishment 
shall  be  adequately  maintained  in  its  appearance.  When  the  activity  for  which  the  business 
sign  has  been  posted  has  ceased  operation  for  more  than  90  days  within  the  Chinatown 
Mixed  Use  Districts,  all  signs  pertaining  to  that  business  activity  shall  be  removed  after 
that  time. 

(3)  Temporary  Signs.  The  provisions  of  Section  607.1  (g)  of  this  Code  shall 

apply. 

(4)      Special  Standards  for  Automotive  Gas  and  Service  Stations.  The 

provisions  of  Section  607.1(f)(4)  of  this  Code  shall  apply. 

Section  3.  Article  8  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by 
amending  Section  803.3  as  follows; 

SEC.  803.3.  USES  PERMITTED  IN  SOUTH  OF  MARKET  USE  DISTRICTS. 

(a)  Use  Categories.  A  use  is  the  specified  purpose  for  which  a  property  or 
building  is  used,  occupied,  maintained,  or  leased.  Whether  or  not  a  use  is  permitted  in  a 
specific  South  of  Market  district  is  generally  set  forth,  summarized  or  cross-referenced  in 
Sections  813.3  through  818  of  this  Code  for  each  district  class. 

(b)  Use  Limitations.  Uses  in  South  of  Market  districts  are  either  permitted. 
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conditional,  accessory,  temporary  or  are  not  permitted. 

(1 )     Permitted  Uses.  If  there  are  two  or  more  uses  in  a  structure,  any  use  not 
classified  below  under  Section  803.3(b)(1)(C)  of  this  Code  as  accessory  will  be  considered 
separately  as  an  independent  permitted,  conditional,  temporary  or  not  permitted  use. 

(A)  Principal  Uses.  Principal  uses  are  permitted  as  of  right  in  a  South  of  Market 
district,  when  so  indicated  in  Sections  813  through  818  of  this  Code  for  the  district. 
Additional  requirements  and  conditions  may  be  placed  on  particular  uses  as  provided 
pursuant  to  Section  803.5  and  other  applicable  provisions  of  this  Code. 

(B)  Conditional  Uses.  Conditional  uses  are  permitted  in  a  South  of  Market 
district,  when  authorized  by  the  Planning  Commission;  whether  a  use  is  conditional  in  a 
given  district  is  generally  indicated  in  Sections  813  through  818  of  this  Code.  An 
establishment  which  sells  beer  or  wine  with  motor  vehicle  fuel  is  a  conditional  use,  and 
shall  be  governed  by  Section  229.  Conditional  uses  are  subject  to  the  applicable 
provisions  set  forth  in  Sections  178,  179,  263.11,  303,  316  through  316.8,  and  803.5  of 
this  Code. 

(C)  Accessory  Uses.  Subject  to  the  limitations  set  forth  below  and  in  Sections 
204.1  (Accessory  Uses  for  Dwelling  Units  in  R  and  NC  Districts),  204.2  (Accessory  Uses 
for  Uses  Other  Than  Dwellings  in  R  Districts),  204.4  (Dwelling  Units  Accessory  to  Other 
Uses),  and  204.5  (Parking  and  Loading  as  Accessory  Uses)  of  this  Code,  an  accessory 
use  is  a  related  minor  use  which  is  either  necessary  to  the  operation  or  enjoyment  of  a 
lawful  principal  use  or  conditional  use,  or  is  appropriate,  incidental  and  subordinate  to  any 
such  use,  and  shall  be  permitted  as  an  accessory  use  in  a  South  of  Market  district.  In 
order  to  accommodate  a  principal  use  which  is  carried  out  by  one  business  in  multiple 
locations  within  the  same  general  area,  such  accessory  use  need  not  be  located  in  the 
same  structure  or  lot  as  its  principal  use  provided  that  (1)  the  accessory  use  is  located 
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within  1,000  feet  of  the  principal  use;  (2)  the  multiple  locations  exisf^y^h'^fiflP^^^O 
(the  effective  date  of  this  amendment);  and  (3)  the  existence  of  the  multiple  locations  is 
acknowledged  in  writing  by  the  Zoning  Administrator  within  60  days  after  the  effective  date 
of  this  amendment.  Any  use  which  does  not  qualify  as  an  accessory  use  shall  be  classified 
as  a  principal  use. 

No  use  will  be  considered  accessory  to  a  principal  use  which  involves  or  requires 
any  of  the  following: 

(i)  The  use  of  more  than  one-third  of  the  total  occupied  floor  area  which  is 
occupied  by  both  the  accessory  use  and  principal  use  to  which  it  is  accessory,  combined, 
except  in  the  case  of  accessory  off-street  parking  or  loading  which  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Sections  151,  1 56  and  1 57  of  this  Code; 

(ii)  A  hotel,  motel,  inn,  hostel,  nighttime  entertainment,  adult  entertainment, 
massage  establishment,  large  fast  food  restaurant,  or  movie  theater  use  in  a  RED,  SPD, 
RSD,  SLR,  SLI  or  SSO  District; 

(iii)  Any  take-out  food  use,  except  for  a  take-out  food  use  which  occupies  100 
square  feet  or  less  (including  the  area  devoted  to  food  preparation  and  sen/ice  and 
excluding  storage  and  waiting  areas)  in  a  restaurant,  bar,  catering  establishment,  bakery, 
retail  grocery  or  specialty  food  store. 

fiv)      Any  sign  not  conforming  to  the  limitations  of  Section  607.2(f/f3). 

(D)     Temporary  Uses.  Temporary  uses  not  otherwise  permitted  are  permitted  in 
South  of  Market  Districts  to  the  extent  authorized  by  Sections  205  through  205.3  of  this 
Code. 

Section  4.  Article  8  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by 
amending  Section  803.4  as  follows: 

SEC.  803.4.  USES  PROHIBITED  IN  SOUTH  OF  MARKET  DISTRICTS,  (a)  Uses 
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which  are  not  specifically  listed  in  this  Article  or  Article  6  are  not  permitted  unless  they 
qualify  as  a  nonconforming  use  pursuant  to  Sections  180  through  186.1  of  this  Code  or 
are  determined  by  the  Zoning  Administrator  to  be  permitted  uses  in  accordance  with 
Section  307(a)  of  this  Code.  Uses  not  permitted  in  any  South  of  Market  District  include, 
but  are  not  limited  to,  the  following:  Adult  entertainment,  bookstore  or  theater;  amusement 
game  arcade  or  similar  enterprise;  shooting  gallery;  seneral  advertisim  sisns,  except  in  the 
South  of  Market  General  Advertising  Special  Si2n  District:  animal  kennel,  riding  academy  or 
livery  stable;  automobile,  truck,  van,  recreational  vehicle/trailer  or  camper  sales,  lease  or 
rental;  auto  tow  of  inoperable  vehicles;  auto  wrecking  operation;  drive-up  facility;  hotel, 
motel,  hostel,  inn,  or  bed  and  breakfast  establishment;  heavy  industry  subject  to  Section 
226(e)  through  (w)  of  this  Code;  junkyard;  landing  field  for  aircraft;  massage  establishment 
subject  to  Section  218.1  of  this  Code;  mortuary;  movie  theater  and  sports  stadium  or 
arena. 

(b)  No  use,  even  though  listed  as  a  permitted  use  or  otherwise  allowed,  shall  be
